The original, mounted on a 17-by-5-inch 
black onyx base set ona 
three-foot Italian marble 
pedestal, resides in the 
lobby of New York's 
Downtown Athletic Club, 
which, as you may have 
Quessed, is in downtown 
New York and which has 
presented the Heisman 
‘Trophy each year since 
1935 to the young man its 
voters deem the outstand- 
ing college football player 
in the country. 

Why Heisman? Well, 
John W. Heisman was the 
DAC's first director of ath- 
letics. A standout player at 
the University of 
Pennsylvania, he coached 
at Oberlin, Akron, Auburn, 
Clemson, Georgia Tech 
(when the Yellow Jackets 
buried Cumberland 222- 
0), Penn, Washington & 
Jefferson and Rice. 

When the University 
of Chicago's Jay 
Berwanger won the first 
Heisman in 1935 it actual- 
ly was known as the DAC 
Trophy and went to the 
best player east of the 
Mississippi. It became the 
Heisman Trophy after 
Heisman’s death in 1936 

The trophy was created by sculptor Frank 
Eliscu, who used a New York University running 
back - yes, NYU played football in those days - 
asa model. Eliscu later visited Fordham and 
talked to Coach Jim Crowley, one of Notre 
Dame's Four Horsemen, about how the model 
should hold the ball, the stiff-arm, the position 
of the hands, etc.

Florida's Emmitt Smith returns for his junior 
campaign. Two years ago, Smith went aver the 
1,000-yard in his seventh game, faster than any 
other freshman. He hit 2,000 in the fifth game of 
his sophomore season; the only one who ever 
did it faster (two games earlier) was Hersche 
Walker. 

Smith has rushed for 100 yards or more in 


gle-season school records. With two years re- 
maining, he already is fourth on Florida's all- 
time list with 2,339 rushing yards. 

Smith finished ninth in the 1987 Heisman 
balloting but missed two games with an injury 
last year. He and Walker are the only freshmen 


ever t0 finish in the top 10. 

"| think he is on his way to the level of 
some of the great backs | have been around and 
will rank right there with Billy Sims and Neal 
Anderson," says Coach Galen Hall. "He has the 
ability to get five yards when it doesn't appear 
there is anything, then get 30 yards when it 
looks like he should have just four or five." 

In 1956, Notre Dame had a 2-8 record and 
quarterback Paul Homung won the Heisman, the 
only winner whose team wasn't. Tony Rice plays 
quarterback for Notre Dame. 

Rice will never be mistaken for 
Slingin’ Sammy Baugh, but he did lead 
the Irish to the 1988 national champi- 
onship. All he does is win, and at Notre 
Dame that may be enough 

Rice's 700 rushing yards was a 
school record for a quarterback and, if 
you like ironies, he became the first 
quarterback to lead Notre Dame in 
fushing since - you guessed it - 
Hornung had 420 in 1956. Rice also 
found time to complete 70 of 138 
passes for 1,176 yards and eight 
touchdowns. His most impressive 
number, however, was 12-0. 

“All summer (1988), | heard peo- 
ple say we could never be a great team 
with Tony Rice as our quarterback be- 
cause he can't throw," says Coach Lou 
Holtz, who himself down-played Rice's 
ability as a passer all season. "I'm not 
particularly concerned about statistics, 
| or anything else. Just look at his 
record. As a starter, his record is 16-2, 
and that's with wins against USC. 
Alabama, Michigan, Penn State, Pitt, 
Miami, West Virginia. That's rather im- 
pressive, if you ask me.” 

If Rice doesn't bring comparisons 
with the legendary Baugh, Scott 
Mitchell of Utah might. Slingin’ Scott 
Mitchell has a nice ring to it, although 
he best Utah has come up with is 
News From the Left Wing" because 
the 6'6" OB throws left-handed 

With two seasons of eligibility remaining, 
Mitchell has thrown for 5,770 yards. Last year, 
he passed for 4,322 yards (he shared ihe posi- 
tion in 1987), which leaves him only 5,655 short 
of Todd Santos’ Division |-A standard of 11.425. 

Blair Thomas, perhaps the finest running 
back in Penn State history, could have left for the 
NFL this season. But Thomas hasn't played 
since the 1987 regular-season finale and has 
spent the interim working hard to rehabilitate the 
knee he injured in an informal workout prior to 
the Florida Citrus Bowl. 

With 1,960 yards in three seasons, two of 
which he spent as a backup to D.J. Dozier, 
Thomas is 11th on the school's all-time list. His

1,414 yards in 1987 ranks as the third best season in Penn State history 
and he also caught 23 passes for 300 yards that year. 
This is what Coach Joe Paterno had to say about Thomas last year: 
"He's different than any of the other backs we've had. He's probably 
more like Lydell Mitchell than anyone else, but he's quicker than Lydell was. 
"If Blair Thomas is healthy, there is no question in my mind he will be 
the leading candidate for the Heisman Trophy. Not one of them; he will be 
THE LEADING CANDIDATE regardless of whoever else is around. | have

been around a lot of good football players since I've been here and Blair 
Thomas is probably the best all-around back | have ever coached. 

Darren Lewis burst on the scene a year ago with such an impressive 
sophomore campaign that he was named to the Associated Press All- 
America team. He was the nation’s No. 2 runner behind Sanders and his 
1,692 yards - which included 10 hundred-yard games - not only was a 
Texas A&M record but second best in Southwest Conference history. Texas 
Earl Campbell had 1,744 in his Heisman year of 1977. 

“Darren has a combination of size and speed,” says Coach R.C. 
Slocum. "A lot of times you play against the big back who can run over you, 
but he can't take it to the house with his speed. Sometimes you will play 


against a guy who is dangerous because of his speed without having the 
ability to run over you and break tackles. 

“Darren has a little bit of both, combining speed and size. He also has 
the durability to carry the ball a large number of times during a game, but he 
also possesses the ability to break the long run and go all the way at any 
time because of his speed." 

Nebraska's Clark was the Big 8's second leading rusher (1,497 yards, 
third best in school history) and finished fifth nationally. He out rushed 
Barry Sanders head-to-head, 256 yards to 189. 

“| think Ken is capable (of winning the 
Heisman),” says Coach Tom Osborne. “I would say 
he's in the category of the other great backs we've 
had 

Ellis, who will bea senior, has a shot at Santos’ 
Division I-A passing mark. He has thrown for 8,579 
yards, including 3,020 in 1986 and 3,206 in 1987, so 
he is capable of the 2,846 he needs to pass Santos. 

Ellis has thrown for 200 or more yards in 24 of 
his 35 games and for 300 or more nine times. But his 
Numbers dropped appreciably last year after he com- 
pleted 78 of 124 passes for 1,033 yards with only one 
interception in South Carolina's first four games. He 
was intercepted 12 times in the next three games and 
21 times for the season 

In three years, Ellis has thrown 67 interceptions, 
barely missing getting his name in the record book, 
although he still has an unwanted shot. The three- 
year mark is 68 interceptions by Georgia's Zeke 
Bratkowski (1951-53) and the four-year record is 73 
by Purdue's Mark Herrmann (1977-80). 

Michigan's Boles finished fourth nationally with 
135.9 rushing yards per game. However, in Big Ten 
games only, Boles was the champion with a 133.4- 
yard average to 133.0 for Indiana's Thompson. 

You'll notice that all 10 are offensive players. It 
has been well-documented that no defensive player 
has ever won the Heisman. 

While running backs and quarterbacks have 
dominated the Heisman voting over the years, there 
4 fave been some defensive players and offensive line- 
Men who have picked up support. 

First of all, through the 1930's, 1940's and 
1950's, and even into the 1960's, just about every 
Heisman winner played both ways. The only linemen 
to win the Heisman were two-way ends Larry Kelley of 
Yale (1936) and Leon Hart of Notre Dame (1949). 

But: 

In 1936, linemen Alex Wojciechowicz of 
Fordham and Ed Widseth of Minnesota were in the 
top 10. So were Texas Christian's Ki Aldrich and 
Notre Dame's Whitey Beinor in 1938. 

Harvard end Endicott Peabody received 153 points in 1941, the high 
Mark for a lineman to that time. Peabody did better some years later when 
he ran for governor of Massachusetts - and won. 

Navy tackle Don Whitemire was fourth in 1944 and Penn center Chuck 
Bednarik finished third in 1948, 

Oklahoma center Jerry Tubbs was fourth in 1956 and lowa tackle Alex 
Karras finished second in 1957. No linemen has ever done better, although 
Offensive tackle John Hicks of Ohio State equaled that finish in 1973. 

The best year for a defensive player was 1980 when Hugh Green, Pitt's 
great end, received 179 first-place votes and 861 points, the most for a line- 
man, and finished second to South Carolina's George Rogers.Q 
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ack Pardee was not surprised when 

Forrest Gregg took what may be the 

toughest coaching job in America. 

Pardee and Gregg are much alike. 

They're native Texans. They both 

played in the Southwest Conference, 
had long, distinguished pro careers and were 
successful NFL coaches. They both made 
valiant comebacks from cancer. They both took 
jobs trying to revive inner-city programs with no 
previous college coaching experience. They 
both were called crazy. 

But Gregg didn't scoff when Pardee called 
three years ago to tell him he was quitting his 
job as a Green Bay Packers scout. He didn't 
laugh when Pardee said he was taking the head 
coaching position at the University of Houston, 
a school that had gone 1-10 the season before, 
was under NCAA investigation and faced huge 
financial questions. 

Forrest Gregg, coach of the Green Bay 
Packers, was envious. 

“He said, ‘It'd be great to have a chance at 
the college level and have a hand working with 
players before it's too late,’ " Pardee said. 

Too late. The description would seem to fit 
Greg's timing at SMU. Three years ago, the 
Mustangs had the winningest program in the 
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6. camonc/ ALsPORT 
country. But, for the last two years, they haven't 

had a program at all. The NCAA's “death penal- 

ty" took care of it. 

Now football is back at the Hilltop. And so 
is Gregg, who was a co-captain of the Mustangs 
in 1955. He goes into the fall with three letter- 
men, 47 walk-ons and only 13 players above 
the rank of sophomore. 

He can't wait 

“I told the players when they reported last 
fall that the season would be here before you 
know it,” he said. “We know what's in front of 


us. 

What's behind Forrest Gregg is a series of 
professional football coaching jobs that seemed 
good at first. But the welcomes withered quickly. 
He grew disenchanted with the poor discipline, 
the poor work habits. He said he wanted to 
make a difference with the players and he could-

Tackles the 
Toughest-of-All 


Rebuilding Job

This is a great institution offering the 
opportunity for a great education. People come 
here to be challenged.” 

This is the challenge: A glorified high 
school team must weather a season that con- 
Cludes its road schedule with Texas A&M, Notre 
Dame and Arkansas. 

“It's a hard job," Pardee said of his old 
friend's prospects. “If you ask anybody, they're 
not expected to win a game. It won't be a pres- 
sure situation for a while because of that. But 
that doesn't make it any easier." 

Gregg, of course, already knows it won't be 
easy. He may not have liked it if it were. 

He started out in hard times. He grew up 
one of 11 children on a farm and moved out at 
15. His Sulphur Springs (Texas) High School 
coach, C.L. "Skinny" Davis, put him up in the 
gym at first. He ate hamburgers three times a 
day. He later moved into a garage apartment. 
“And that was high cotton to him considering 
how tough times had been out on the farm," 
Davis said. 

Davis talked Gregg out of going to Texas 
A&M and he went instead to SMU. The 
Mustangs had grown a reputation for great of- 
fenses built around running backs like Doak 
Walker and Kyle Rote, and Gregg became an 
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AIl-SWC tackle on both offense and defense. tak 

He played for the Green Bay Packers a few dismal seasons, including a 
1-10-1 record in 1958, before a stubby, gap-toothed, bespectacled fellow 
showed up one day. Gregg had thought about quitting before Vince 
Lombardi arrived. But an incident at training camp would change Gregg's 
mind, and forever influence his playing and coaching style. 

Max McGee, the Packers’ veteran wide receiver, failed to run out a pass 
pattern in practice one day. It was no big sin; McGee had had his way 
under the previous coaching staff and had proved he was a game-day play- 
er. But, to Lombardi, every day was game day. 

“Vincent got on him,” Gregg recalled one day. *I never heard a guy 
chewed out the way he was that day. That's when | said to myself that 
Maybe | better stick around and see how all of this turns out." 

Gregg played in a Packer-record 187 consecutive games. He was cho- 
sen All-Pro eight consecutive times and was picked to play in nine Pro 
Bowls. Lombardi, who had coached Paul Hornung and Bart Starr and Jim 
Taylor and Jerry Kramer and Ray Nitschke, called Gregg “the finest player | 
ever coached." 

Gregg found out what it was like to work and win. The Packers won 
five NFL championships in one seven-year stretch in the 1960s. Gregg was 
a vital cog in that performance, but he tended to underestimate his contri- 
bution. He tried to quit in 1963 to become an assistant coach at Tennessee 
until Lombardi found out. 

Gregg, speaking to Lombardi over the telephone, had barely begun his 


explanation when Lombardi ended the conversation. 

“You just get back up here,” he said. 

Gregg obeyed. He played until after the 1970 season and retired again. 
He went back to Texas and tried to go into business. But this time Tom 
Landry talked him out of quitting. The Cowboys, who had just lost Super 
Bowl V to Baltimore, needed help in the offensive line. Gregg came back for 
one more season and one more NFL championship. 

He quit for good that time. He worked as an NFL assistant for three 
seasons in San Diego and Cleveland before Browns owner Art Modell gave 
him the chance that seemed natural: He made him a head coach. 

Gregg took his 1976 team from a 3-11 record the season before to 9-5 
and Coach of the Year honors. He already had won a greater victory. In 
January, 1976, doctors diagnosed a lump on his thigh as a malignant 
tumor. It took two operations to remove it and keep it from spreading. 

But the kind of toughness he showed in beating cancer did not play 
well with the players. Dissension grew with the Browns. So did the rift be- 
tween Modell and Gregg. Injuries added to the problems as the Browns lost 
six of their last seven games. Gregg quit with a game remaining in the 
1977 season and the Browns at 6-7. 

__ Gregg, whose sense of humor sometimes belies his stern exterior, was 
philosophical about his relationship with Modell several years later. 

“The best | can come up with is we were both ill," he said. "He made 
me sick and | made him sick." 

Modell, however, has since become one of Gregg's biggest fans. He 
told a reporter when Gregg was hired that, “I'm proud that I gave him his 
first job. He did a fine job here. It wasn't too pleasant of a parting of the 
ways. No parting is." 

Gregg got out of coaching for a year, but returned the next to head the 
Toronto Argonauts of the Canadian Football League. Paul Brown hired him 
the next season to coach Cincinnati. The Bengals went 6-10 that first sea- 
son. But, the next, they finished 12-4 and lost to San Francisco in the 
Super Bowl. Gregg became the first man to participate in the Super Bow! as 
a player and coach. 

“He ran a tight shop and it paid off," said Ken Riley, the Bengals’ for- 
mer All-Pro defensive back. “A veteran team could have played forever for 
coach (Homer) Rice. A young team needed a strong hand.” 

But the Bengals went from playing in the Super Bow! of the 1981 sea- 
son to 7-2 in strike-shortened 1982 and 7-9 in 1983; and the strong hand 
became an iron fist to the players. Gregg’s patience shortened. He blew up 
during a punting drill in his last season at Cincinnati and funneled his 
anger at punter Pat Mclnally. 

“What are you supposed to do on that play, Mclnally?" he bellowed. 

“My primary objective,” began the Harvard-educated Mclnally, “is to 
impede the movement of the strong safety, but it is highly unlikely that | will 
be able to accomplish this because of the velocity he achieves as he trans- 
ports himself from one place to another. Therefore, | will endeavor to throw 
myself in the path of someone else bent on undermining the success of our 
highly sophisticated maneuver.” 

Gregg's eyes characteristically widened for a moment. 

“That's right,” he said. “I think.” 

But the laughs were few that last season. He quit again, this time on 
Christmas Eve of 1983. He left to go home, he thought; back to Green Bay. 
He told everyone when he left that this was where he had always wanted to 
feturn. The only job he would have left Cincinnati to take. 

But this was no longer Lombardi's team. The Packers would prove to 
be Gregg's biggest disappointment, not only on the field, but off it. 

Three players were charged in sexual assault cases. Gregg supported 
them, but the public relations problems soon became too great. The 
Packers went from mediocre to bad under Gregg. The game got worse in 
1987, when the players went on strike and the owners decided to do with- 
out them. Substitutes were brought in and teams struggled. Philadelphia

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‘Huskers Loox To REPEAT

ast season, a school-record 13 
Nebraska football players earned 
first-team honors in the Big Eight 
Conference. 
Only two of them return in 
1989. 

Such a subtraction of talent has meant 
additional work for a program intent on ex- 
tending its streak of consecutive bow! ap- 
pearances to 21, consecutive seasons with 
at least nine victories to 21 and consecutive 
final Top 10 rankings to 20. 

“We lost a lot of real talented players, so 
this is going to be one of our heavier re- 
building jobs,” said NU Coach Tom 
Osborne, starting his 17th season with a 
158-36-2 record. That .811 winning per- 
centage is second among active coaches 
after the .841 of Oklahoma's Barry Switzer. 

“| guess | don't like the term ‘rebuilding’ 
because many times that carries the.conno- 
tation that you're not going to be very good. 
We always feel we have to be good, and we 
hope to be good every year. But we certainly 
have a lot of spots to fill." 

The Huskers, 11-2 a year ago and 
ranked No. 10 nationally after a 23-3 Orange 
Bowl loss to Miami, lost seven starters on 
defense and five on offense. They must fill 
three of four spots in the secondary, two of 
three up front on defense, four of six in the 
offensive front and one huge gap in the 
backfield - quarterback, where two-time All- 
Big 8 choice Steve Taylor has moved on to 
Edmonton of the Canadian Football League. 

“The big question has to be at quarter- 
back,” Osborne said. “When you lose the 
experience of a three-year starter like Steve 
Taylor, it's always going to be difficult to re- 
place it.” 

But while the offensive personnel will 
change, the formation Nebraska lines up in 
won't. 
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The arrangement of Osborne's offensive 
weaponry came into question at the end of 
last year, even though the Huskers are the 
winningest (93-18) and highest scoring 
(38.8 points a game) Division | team in the 
1980s. 

Nebraska scored 7, 7 and 3 points in its 
final three games of 1988 against Colorado, 
Oklahoma and Miami. The lone field goal in 
the loss to Miami was the lowest NU point 


total ina game in 11 years. And the 135 
total yards against the Hurricanes were the 
lowest ever in the 27-year Bob Devaney-Tom 
Osborne coaching era. 

But Nebraska will remain an option-| 
formation team. 

"We can't let a few losses or an occa- 
sional bad loss totally affect the way we op- 
erate," Osborne said. "You don't want to 
panic and throw the baby out with the bath 
water, We'll make some changes. But we 
have recruited speed at quarterback, and we 
have option-type quarterbacks in our sys- 
tem, so that's what we'll use. For us to all of 
a sudden make a big change and go to a 
drop-back passing scheme wouldn't make a 
whole lot of sense." 

Nebraska led the Big 8 in passing in the 
mid-1970s, then began a transition to an op- 
tion-oriented attack that was in place by 1980. 


“We've won about 84 percent of our 
games in the ‘80s and we've gone about 50 
percent against Oklahoma in that time,” 
Osborne said. “So it's not like we've totally 
dropped the ball or have done just a terrible 
job." 

So the search began in the spring not 
for a new system, but for a new quarterback. 
And the battle to see who will replace Taylor 
is expected to continue into September. 

“As it looks, we may be two or three 
games into the season before we settle on a 
quarterback,” Osborne said. “It's going to be 
areal horse race." 

The top two heading into the final turn 
are senior Gerry Gdowski, the 1985 
Nebraska prep athlete of the year, and 
sophomore Mickey Joseph, the 1986 
Louisiana offensive football player of the 
year. 

As Taylor's backup last year, Gdowski 
tushed 17 times for 155 yards and complet- 
ed 5 of 8 passes for 64 yards. Those statis- 
tics make the 6-foot-1, 195-pounder the 
second-most inexperienced backup in 
Osborne's 17 years as head coach. Only 
Randy Garcia in 1976, as a backup to Vince 
Ferragamo, played less in a season. 

"Gerry has taken a lot of snaps - most 
of them in practice,” Osborne said. "But we 
feel he's well-prepared to play. You've got to 
figure a guy who has been around three 
years isn't a rookie. He's a good option 
player. He does not have great arm strength, 
but he knows where to throw the ball.” 

The 5-10, 170-pound Joseph, No. 3 last 
year, rushed 24 times for 215 yards and 
completed 2 of 4 passes for 16 yards. 

"Mickey doesn't have good height, but 
he has great quickness and running ability,”

Spring injuries slowed two quarterback 
challengers. Sophomore Keithen McCant. 
rated the best passer, suffered a shoulder 
separation, while sophomore Tom Haase 
was sidelined with a broken left arm 

The darkhorse in the quarterback race is 
sophomore Mike Grant. He quarterbacked 
the NU junior varsity team to a 5-0 record 
last season and challenged records set by 
former All-American Turner Gill 

“Mike Grant has a lot of tools we want to 
look at," Osborne said. "We'll give every- 
body an equal chance." 

Whoever plays quarterback is expected 
to have plenty of talented bodies to dis- 
tribute the ball to. 

At |-back, All-Big 8 pick Ken Clark re- 
turns. The 5-9, 200-pound senior finished 
second in the league and fifth nationally in 
rushing with 1,497 yards in 12 games. 

Twice last season, Clark cracked the 
200-yard mark (256 vs. Oklahoma State and 
225 vs. Kansas State). His overall rushing 
total was the third-highest in NU history be- 
hind Mike Rozier's 2,148 yards in 1983 and 
1,689 in 1982 

“Ken Clark should be a great player for 
us," Osborne said. "| would say he's in the 
Category of the other great backs we have 
had 

“And Leodis Flowers has made some 
feal strides. He looks like a major-league 
player.” 

Sophomore Flowers will be No. 2 if 
junior Terry Rodgers’ knee isn't healed from 
major surgery. "We know the knee will be 
strong enough by fall," Osborne said. "The 
question is whether he'll be all the way back 
in terms of agility and quickness.” 

Fullback is another strength with the top 
three players returning. Senior Bryan 
Carpenter rushed for 498 yards and a 6.9 
average last year. Senior Sam Schmidt broke 
a leg against UCLA last September, but is 
expected back to full speed. Sophomore 
Lance Lewis was the only true freshman to 
make the varsity for a full season last year. 

At wingback, senior Richard Bell rushed 
for 116 yards, caught passes for 177 and re- 
turned punts for 100 last year. Sophomore 
Nate Turner moved from split end to chal- 
lenge.

graduation of all-conference choice Todd 
Millikan, who had 14 touchdowns among 
his 40 career receptions. The replacement 
candidates are senior Monte Kratzenstein, 
redshirt freshman William Washington and 
sophomore Chris Garrett, who missed 
spring practice after shoulder 
surgery. 

In the offensive line, Nebraska 
has two giant building blocks, but 
three holes of nearly equal size. 

The cornerstones will be se- 
nior center Jake Young, a 6-5, 
270-pound first-team All- 
American, and 6-7, 290-pound 
senior right tackle Doug Glaser. 

“Young and Glaser are proven 
players who are outstanding peo- 
ple," Osborne said. "But we've got 
a little concern about the other 
three starters.” 

Nebraska usually just dips 
into a pile of redshirted linemen 
for replacements. But line coach 
Milt Tenopir said the normal 
depth isn't there in the program 
that has led the nation in rushing 
five times in the 1980s, finished 
second twice and third twice. 

“We haven't recruited the 
number of kids we needed to re- 
cruit," Tenopir said, "Not that we 
haven't tried. We're not void of 
talent. We just need to have the 
green ones come on a little quick- 
er than what we've been accus- 
tomed to." 

At left tackle, juniors Tom 
Punt and Terry Eyman will battle 
At right tackle, sophomore Brian 
Boerboom and junior Steve 
Engstrom will back up Glaser. 

At left guard, junior Jim 
Wanek and senior Chris O'Gara 
will challenge. At right guard, se- 
niors Bill Bobbora and John 
Roschal are the leaders. 

Defensively, Nebraska lost seven 
starters, and six were first-team All-Big 8. 
But Osborne said he likes the replacements 
available for the unit that finished seventh 
Nationally in total defense. 

“If the middle guard play holds up," 
Osborne said, "we have the potential for a 
very good defense." 

The search for a replacement for All- 
Conference middle guard Lawrence Pete 
could be as important as the offense finding 
a new quarterback. 


Senior Mike Murray, who started two 
games as a sophomore and four as a junior, 
is the leading candidate, but there are con- 
cerns about his size - 5'10" and 240 Ibs.

Bob Stull, the Wildcat alumni, is the new 
boss at Missouri where he replaces Woody 
Widenhofer. Stull, 43, comes to Mizzou after 
reviving Texas-El Paso's program and guid- 
ing the Miners to the 1988 Independence 
Bowl. Stull played for Doug Weaver at 
Kansas State from 1965-67 and was at GA 
for Vince Gibson in 1969 and 1970. 

Kansas State, meanwhile, followed 
Kansas’ pattern and plucked an offensive 
coordinator out of the Big 10.

Oklahoma State is going for two in a 
row in the Heisman Trophy race, and the 
Cowboys have a pretty fair candidate in 
quarterback Mike Gundy, who should end 
his career as the most prolific passer in con- 
ference history. The Cowboy senior needs 
only 617 passing yards to overtake the ca~ 
Teer total of 6,410 set by Kansas’ Frank 
Seurer, and Gundy is 876 yards away from 
the career total offense record of 6,459 held 
by Missouri's Phil Bradley. 

Barry Sanders’ became Oklahoma 
State's first Heisman Trophy winner in 1988 
and swelled the conference total of winners 
to six. Earlier Heismans went to Nebraska's 
Mike Rozier in 1983, Oklahoma's Billy Sims 
in 1978, Nebraska's Johnny Rodgers in 
1972, Oklahoma's Steve Owens in 1969 and 
Oklahoma's Billy Vessels in 1952 

Sanders was one of five consensus All- 
Americans from the Big 8 last year. He was 
joined by teammate wide receiver Hart Lee 
Dykes, outside linebacker Broderick Thomas 
of Nebraska, offensive lineman Anthony 
Phillips of Oklahoma and punter Keith 


English of Colorado. In addition, Nebraska 
center Jake Young was named first-team All- 
American by two agencies. 

The off-season, which included news of 
an NCAA probation and various incidents 
involving members of the Oklahoma team, 
was a bummer for Sooner Coach Barry 
‘Switzer even when he was vacationing. 
While on a ski trip, Switzer fell and injured 
both knees, requiring surgery and a golf cart 
to transport him around OU's spring prac- 
tices 

In his first two seasons as lowa State's 
head coach, Jim Walden has yet to have one 
of his teams lose to an opponent with a 
lower ranking on the USA Today college 
football computer. 

Colorado tailback J.J. Flannigan, whose 
Tole is tough enough having to play behind 
All-Big 8 Eric Bieniemy, seemingly has han- 
dled what could have been a demoralizing 
mistake ~ The Fumble, In the first half of 
Colorado's game with Nebraska last year, 
Flanigan broke into the open field and ap- 
peared headed for a touchdown when he in- 
explicably dropped the football. Nebraska 
went on to win the game 7-0. “I'm looking 
past the fumble," Flannigan said. “Getting 
133 yards against one of the best teams in 
the nation brings my confidence up. | don't 
think about the fumble." 

First-year Coach Bill Snyder's decision 
to close all Kansas State practices to the 
public and media is a good idea, according 
to Wildcat linebacker Jeff Lowe. The K-State 
player says the blackout assures the 
Wildcats won't get burned like they did last 
season. "Anyone who saw us play against 
Tulsa knows they scouted us," Lowe said, 
referring to the 1988 season-opener won by 
Tulsa 35-9. "We put in a new defense that 
spring, and they knew everything we were 
going to do. Every move we had, they were 
already there. It was like they knew it")

Sooners Facing “Biacest CHALLENGE"

klahoma Football: The Sooner 

The Better. It isn't an official 

Motto and it won't replace 

Boomer Sooner any time soon, 

but it is the latest football out- 
look in Norman. 

After a stormy off-season that included 
a three-year NCAA probation and five play- 
ers being arrested and kicked off the team, 
Oklahoma may be welcoming this football 
season more than any other in its glorious 
95-year history. 

"I think all of us look forward to getting 
back on the field, more so than at any time | 
can remember,” said Barry Switzer, begin- 
ning his 17th season as OU's head coach 
"It'll be great.” 

The Sooners’ season may not be great 
by their lofty (read that: undefeated) stan- 
dards, but they should be a strong con- 
tender for their 14th Big 8 title in 18 years. 

There are 15 returning starters - eight 
on offense and seven on defense. But four 
probable regulars - a quarterback, a tight 
end and two cornerbacks - are among six 
players who have been dropped from the 
squad. 

“| want us to be the type of team we've 
had before, but we aren't," said Switzer. 
“We've lost a lot of talent. 

"This is the thinnest I've ever seen this 
football team. We're thin everywhere. The 
numbers aren't there." 

Gone are quarterback Charles 
Thompson, named to the inaugural 
Coaches’ All-Big 8 team last year; Bernard 
Hall, who would have been the starting tight 
end after being academically ineligible last 
year; Lonnie Finch, a two-year starter at left 
cornerback who was ruled academically in- 
eligible for a second straight year; and Jerry 
Parks, who succeeded Finch as a freshman 
last year. 


Switzer doesi''t believe the "Sooner 
Magic" is gone, even though the OU string 
of having at least one consensus All- 
American for 18 straight seasons may be in 
jeopardy. 

“I'm still optimistic,” he said. "| don't 
think we'll fall out of sight. | believe in our 
players and | believe they'll rise to the occa- 
sion. Maybe our problems will make us bet- 
ter, bring out the best in us. But this is our 


biggest challenge.” 

The biggest questions are (1) Who will 
be the Sooners’ quarterback? and (2) What 
type of offense will he, or they, run? 

After five seasons of All-Big 8 quarter- 
backs - Danny Bradley or Jamelle Holieway 
or Thompson - the Sooners will open 1989 
with a three-player race behind center. 

The candidates are sophomore Chris 
Melson and redshirted freshmen Steve 
Collins and Tink Collins (no relation). 
Another second-year freshman, Otis Taylor, 
was in the QB derby until late spring, when 
he was moved to Z back, a combination 
wingback-halfback in OU's new offensive 
scheme. 

A good omen for the Sooners: The last 
time they opened a season without a return- 
ing starter at quarterback was 1985, with 
Troy Aikman. After Air Aikman went down 


with a broken leg, freshman Holieway guid- 
ed OU to the national championship. 

Melson, a defensive back in the spring 
of 1988, is No. 1 on the fall depth chart be- 
cause of his edge in experience. Last year, 
he carried the football 15 times for 74 yards. 
Of two passing attempts, one was incom- 
plete and one was intercepted 

Oh, yes, the pass. Though 1989 marks 
the Centennial of the Oklahoma Land Run, 
the Oklahoma football Sooners are planning 
to run less and pass more in ‘89. That claim 
has been staked before, but OU coaches, 
who consulted with the Notre Dame and 
Syracuse staffs in the spring, seem intent on 
change this time. 

Such, to pardon the expression, offen- 
sive plans are headline material for OU. 
Among the 105 Division | teams, OU has 
ranked 102nd, 10%st, 105th, 101st, 102nd, 
10%st and 97th in NCAA passing offense the 
past seven seasons. 

And the Sooners are going to need 
some more air orientation. In spring drills, 
OU ran the | formation the first two weeks 
and the wishbone the final two weeks. In a 
scrimmage that capped the two-week period 
in the |, Sooner quarterbacks completed 
only 8 of 21 passes for 46 yards. They also 
threw two interceptions and were sacked 
three times. 

“We can't throw the ball downfield. 
We're not very good at doing that,” said 
Switzer. "We can throw some screens and 
short stuff, but that's about it." 

Since installing the wishbone offense 
before the fourth game of 1970, OU has dot- 
ted the | formation only during the short- 
lived Marcus Dupree era - the final nine 
games of 1982 and all of 1983. The new

The switch was a tough decision for Switzer, who has a 
159-29-4 record as OU's head coach. After all, as OU's offen- 
sive coordinator 19 years ago, he convinced then-head coach 
Chuck Fairbanks to adopt the ‘bone. 

But that was long before the 1988 season, which ended 
with OU's offense scoring only nine points in the final two 
games, the Sooners’ worst such slump since 1965. OU did not 
score a touchdown in its final 10 quarters. 

The Sooners finished 14th in the Associated Press poll, 
below Oklahoma State for only the second time in history (the 
first time was 1945). OU had been in the AP Top 10 for 74 con- 
secutive polls, since September of 1984 

This year, the Sooners will enter a season with a two-game 
losing streak for the first time since 1983 and only the 12th time 
in OU's 95-year history. 

"| want to have an offense that's two-dimensional so that 
defenses can't lock in on one thing," said Switzer, whose 
passers completed only 44 of 93 attempts for 740 yards last 
year and threw for more interceptions (8) than touchdowns (7) 

"I'd just rather use multiple formations, but we'll still be a 
tushing, option football team." 

"We realize we're not going to have a dominant player at 
quarterback," said Donnan. "But the key for us will be how well 
our quarterbacks can operate the passing game out of the |. If we 
don't show any ability to throw the ball, then we're better off 
being in a three-back set." 

Which is, of course, the wishbone. 

Though OU's problems stand oul like several sore thumbs, 
the Sooners won't be lacking for talent. 

Their offensive line, down last year after being the best in 
Sooner history in 1987, should be much improved under long- 
time assistant head coach Merv Johnson 

The linebacking corps, down last year after four years of 
All-Americans Brian Bosworth and/or Dante Jones, should be 
among the league's best. Defensive coordinator Gary Gibbs, a 
former OU linebacker, is one of the nation's best and brightest 
coaches. 

A position-by-position look at the ‘89 Sooners: 

Offensive linemen: Four of the five starters return: center 
Mike Wise, left guard Mike Sawatkzy, left tackle Terron Manning 
and right tackle Mark Van Keirsbilck (the best of the group). In 
the spring, Larry Medice moved ahead of Mark Blodgett at right 
guard, where the graduated Anthony Phillips was All-America 
last year and All-Big 8 four times. Jeff Miller, a junior college 
All-America guard last year, is pushing for starting time.

Other notable half- 
backs - or wingbacks, 
depending on the forma- 
tion - include Taylor and 
sophomores Rod Fisher, 
who missed spring ball 
with a broken arm; Glyn 
Milburn, who scored 38 
touchdowns as a Santa 
Monica, Calif., high 
school senior; and Ted 
Long, who has moved 
back to offense after a 
trial at cornerback. 

Fullback; The return- 
ing starter is Leon Perry, an 
often-injured but still- 
promising senior. He 
missed 1987 with a shoul- 
der injury and this spring's 
drills with a toe injury. If 
healthy (and that remains a 
question mark), he could = 
be the Big 8's best; he's a os 
quick and fast enough to 
have started at halfback in 
OU's wishbone. But redshirted freshman 
Kenyon Rasheed, a 232-pounder with unusual 
quickness, good hands and strong blocking 
abilities, may be a star if he overcomes knee 
problems. 

Tight end: Adrian Cooper, an outstand- 
ing blocker who runs good routes but has 
suspect hands, returns. Last year, he started 
the first three games at defensive end and 
the final nine games at tight end, after in- 
juries ravaged that position. OU coaches 
would like to move Cooper back to defense, 
but the other tight ends on the three-deep 


are Pete Schmitt, who is a redshirted fresh- 
man, and sophomore Billy Dykes, Hart Lee 
Dykes’ brother, who has been bothered by 
knee injuries (he missed spring drills) since 
arriving at OU. 

Wide receivers: Eric Bross and Artie 
Guess, 1-2 at split end last year, are back. 
Bross, a former walk-on, was OU's pass re-

ception leader last year - but with only 14. 

Defensive tackles: Scott Evans, All-Big 
8 last year as a sophomore, has switched 
from left to right tackle. Regarded by OU 
coaches as the Big 8's best defensive line- 
man last year, he should leave OU as an All- 
American. Two backups from last season, 
junior Tom Backes and sophomore Stacey 
Dillard, are in a tight showdown at left tack- 
le. Switzer once predicted that Dillard would 
become an All-American. 

Defensive end: The Sooners’ best de- 
fensive end, junior James Goode, missed 
spring drills after wrist surgery. Goode, who 


should be All-Big 8, will be on the right 
side. On the left flank will be last year's other 
starter, senior Wayne Dickson. 

Noseguard: An injury-plagued senior, 
Dante Williams, is the returning starter. After 
earning second team All-Big 8 status as a 
sophomore, Williams missed last year's first 
seven games with an ankle injury. He also 
missed spring drills with a 
hamstring pull. 

Linebackers: Strong 
side linebacker Frank 
Blevins returns to the start- 
ing lineup; he started most 
of last year because 
Richard Dillon was injured 
On the weakside, sopho- 
more Chris Wilson is just 
ahead of freshman Reggie 
Barnes and junior transfer 
Keith Traylor, another juco 
All-American. Those four 
will alternate, but pay par- 
ticular attention to Traylor. 
Sophomore Steve Lee, 
Blevins’ backup, is top- 
Notch, too, so OU's 
linebacking picture is much 
brighter than last year, 
when quickness was lack- 
ing. 

Secondary: There are

Punting: The new punter, redshirted 
freshman Brad Reddell, averaged 42.1 yards 
per punt in high school. In one scrimmage 
last spring, he had two 65-yard punts with 
pro-style hang times of 5.7 and 5.4 sec- 
onds.

ittle did they know. Little could 
they have known. Little did they 
want to know. 
Little did University of 
Oklahoma football officials real- 
ize, while they questioned the severity of a 
three-year NCAA probation announced Dec. 
19, that two months later they would rate the 
probation as one of the smallest problems. 
And little did Oklahoma State University 
Officials realize, while they collectively 
sighed with relief at the school's four-year 
NCAA probation on Jan. 6, that three 
months later the Cowboy football program 
would suffer obvious losses because of the 
sanctions. 
By the middle of February, OU had 
gone through a mind-boggling, harrowing 


streak of off-field problems. One player was 
charged with shooting a teammate. Three 
players were charged with rape. And a fifth 
player was accused of selling cocaine. 

Though OSU's post-probation prob- 
lems weren't as headline-grabbing as those 
suffered by its major in-state rival, the 
Cowboys did suffer the consequences of 
probation. They failed to recruit any of the 
three running backs they most coveted, fin- 
ishing their second straight recruiting cam- 
paign without a nationally-rated tailback. Of 
national importance, OSU's Heisman 
Trophy-winning tailback, Barry Sanders, 
listed the probation as one of his reasons for 
turning professional. 

By the manner in which the OU-OSU 
probation and post-probation story began, 


Maybe someone should have figured a full- 
moon-like chain of events was in the offing. 

The beginning of the story - OU's pro- 
bation status - broke by mistake. KOCO-TV 
in Oklahoma City received the NCAA report 
ona Saturday, two days before it was to be 
announced, due to overnight delivery, the 
package arrived earlier than had been 
planned by the NCAA and various news or- 
ganizations in Oklahoma. 

Thus, OU's probation-announcing 
press conference came after the details were 
known. 

OU's three-year probation included: 

© No bowl games following the 1989 
and 1990 season; 

© No televised games (live) in 1989; 

e Annual football scholarships cut

from 25 to 18 for two years; 

¢ Recruits’ official paid visits trimmed 
from 85 to 50 for two years; 

© Number of full-time coaches al- 
lowed to participate in off-campus recruiting 
Cut from ten to eight in 1989. 

The NCAA charged OU with 20 viola- 
tions. The most serious allegations against 
the Sooners were that recruiting coordinator 
Shirley Vaughan sold game tickets for play- 
ers, that assistant coach Mike Jones gave 
$1,000 to recruit Hart Lee Dykes (who later 
chose OSU) and then tried to cover it up, 
and that assistant coach Scott Hill allowed 
one player to use his car, let another use his 
credit card for $266 in long-distance tele- 
phone calls and became involved in illegal 
contacts with an OU booster in California, 

Though OU officials announced at the 
press conference that no football staff mem- 
bers would be dismissed, Vaughan was re- 
assigned and Hill announced his resignation 
in March. 

The most-quoted comment from OU's 
55-minute press conference came from 
Sooner athletic director Donnie Duncan. 
“They wanted us,” Duncan said, “and they 
got us." 

The NCAA “got” Oklahoma State less 
than three weeks later, giving OSU the most 
severe penalty since Southern Methodist re- 
ceived the “death penalty” in 1986. 
Sanctions involved in the Cowboys' four- 
year probation included: 

© No bow! games for three years; 

No live telecasts for two years; 

¢ Annual football scholarships cut 
from 25 to 20 for three years; 

© Official paid visits by recruits 
trimmed from 85 to 50 for two years; 

In the infractions report, the NCAA an- 
nounced that it had suspended a penalty to 
teduce OSU's 1989 schedule from 11 to 
eight games - with the loss of three confer- 
ence home games - “in view of the thorough 
investigation and the cooperation extended 
by the present administration and coaching 
staff." 

Amist pre-announcement rumors that 
the NCAA would ban the Cowboys from 
playing any home games in ‘89, OSU offi- 
Cials were actually relieved at the four-year 
probation. 

“They took away our most glamorous 
events for the fans and players, but the num- 
ber of reduced scholarships was very, very 
minimal," said OSU football coach Pat 
Jones. “We ended up with more (scholar- 
ships) than | thought.” 
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Among the 47 violations in the NCAA 
report on OSU, 19 allegedly involved former 
Cowboy recruiting coordinator Willie 
Anderson, who was fired in May of 1986. - 
The NCAA placed Anderson on probation for 
12 years, through Jan. 1, 2001. 

Ata press conference called by 
Anderson four days after the OSU probation 
details were revealed, the former Cowboy 
assistant said he never offered illegal in- 
ducements but would not go into detail. 

The NCAA alleged that the most serious 
violation by OSU involved a former aide 
(Anderson) giving a highly recruited athlete 
(Dykes) $5,000 to sign, plus an expensive

sports car, $125 per month as a freshman 
and $200 per month as a sophomore. 

It was also alleged that recruiting viola- 
tions were made by another former OSU as- 
sistant. That aide reportedly was Paul Jette, 
who resigned from the Texas football staff a 
few hours after the NCAA announcement in 
Stillwater. 

OSU's football probation status soon 
dropped from the public consciousness, 
however, because of the unbelievable off- 
the-field incidents in Norman, Oklahoma. 

On Jan. 13, exactly one week after the 
OSU probation details were revealed;OU de- 
fensive back Jerry Parks allegedly shot a 
high school and OU teammate, lineman 
Zarak Peters, in room 311 of the Sooners’ 
dormitory, the Bud Wilkinson House. Parks 
was charged with shooting with intent to in- 
jure. 

“Zarak pushed Jerry, Jerry started going 


back and his arm went up and the gun went 
off. | saw everything, Rod Fisher,’ OU tail- 
back and Parks' roommate, told The Daily 
Oklahoman. 

“He (Parks) felt so bad that he tried to 
shoot himself,” Fisher told the Oklahoma 
City newspaper. “I saw Jerry put the gun up 
to his head and | heard a click once. | guess 
there wasn‘t a bullet in the chamber." 

The .22-caliber bullet lodged in Peters’ 
fourth left rib, inches from his heart. 
Ballistics reports later revealed that the 
revolver had "jammed," giving credence to 
Fisher's claim that Parks had tried to take 
his own life. 

“Ever since the probation hit we've been 
under a cloud, and the cloud seems to be 
following us,” said an OU official. 
"Something just seems to be shadowing 
us." 

Little did he, or the shadow, know. 

dust eight days after the shooting inci- 
dent, on Jan. 21, there was another shock- 
ing development on the third floor of the 
Wilkinson House. It was alleged that a 20- 
year-old woman had been gang raped in 
Toom 302 by three OU football players - full- 
back Glen Bell, offensive lineman Nigel Clay 
and tight end Bernard Hall - who were 
charged with first-degree rape. 

“| have a 19-year-old daughter, and the 
idea of gang rape is despicable to me," said 
OU football coach Barry Switzer. “If they're 
guilty, they should be punished to the full 
extent of the law.” 

Even after a shooting and an alleged 
gang rape, OU's problems still weren't over. 
On Feb. 13, starting quarterback Charles 
Thompson was charged with selling $1,400 
worth (17 grams) of cocaine to an undercov- 
er FBI agent Jan. 26 in downtown Norman. 
In April, Thompson pleaded guilty to the 
charge. 

Less than one week before Thompson 
was arrested, he had given a “Just Say No to 
Drugs” speech at Jackson Elementary 
School in Norman. He had also been sched- 
uled to give the same anti-drugs speech at 
Oklahoma City's U.S. Grant High Schoo! 
three days after his arrest. 

Over a period of less than two months, 
Oklahoma's powerful football program had 
been wracked by a three-year NCAA proba- 
tion and the suspension of five players as 
the result of a shooting, an alleged rape and 
an alleged drug deal. 

Switzer, with the best (157-29-4) record 
of all active college football coaches, was 
under fire. So was Duncan, a former Switzer 
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assistant who was picked as OU's athletic 
director against the wishes of 1940-50-60- 
era Sooners who supported assistant AD 
Leon Cross, an All-American guard at OU in 
1962. 

The three largest newspapers in 
Oklahoma - The Daily Oklahoman, the Tulsa 
World and the Tulsa Tribune - called for 
Switzer's resignation. The university student 
newspaper, The Oklahoma Daily, editorialized 
that Switzer should resign if he could not 
control the off-field problems. 

Oklahoma governor Henry Bellmon said 
he was “terribly concerned’ by the situation. 
“tt's fairly obvious that something is wrong. If 
| were given authority to make the decision, | 
would either see that (the football dormitory) 
is closed or that supervision is dramatically 
increased.” 

Bellmon also said: "| have confidence in 
the university and | want to make that very 
plain. Despite the bad publicity, | support the 
university, faculty, students, coaches and ath- 
letes.” 

David Swank, interim president at OU, 
stunned some Sooner supporters with not so 
much his comments, but where his com- 
ments were made - in Austin, Texas, home of 
the University of Texas. 

Addressing the Texas Daily Newspaper 
Association, Swank said: "I think actually 
within this next year we have to see signs of 
Major changes in the (football) program or 
changes will have to be made.” 

In Swank's toughest stance on the future 
of Switzer, he added; "| believe that because 
of Barry's reputation that he can actually be a 
Quide for improvements, not only at the 
University of Oklahoma but across the nation. 

"If he can't, then we're going to have to 
do something else. 

Athletic director Duncan said he never 
considered firing Switzer “in any way as a 
Tecommendation. | believe what has to be re- 
membered is that you don't forget the many 
positives of any individual or any program 
simply because a crisis occurs." 

Times couldn't have been much rougher 
for Switzer. He was suffering from “walking 
pneumonia’ before the trio of incidents began 
and he suffered disabling injuries to both 
knees during a skiing accident in March. By 
the time spring football drills began at QU on 
March 27, Switzer appeared noticeably, and 
understandably, older than he had prior to the 
probation announcement. 

“It's unbelievable. It's tragic,” Switzer 
said of the chain of events. “I'm fighting every 
day. I'm just reeling. This is a tragedy, a trag- 
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ic thing for everybody involved, especially all 
the good kids in the program and our fans. 

“It's not fair what they (the players 
charged) did to us. They didn't think one 
thought about whether what they did was 
tight or wrong. It's just so selfish. 

“Obviously, | didn’t know when | recruit- 
ed Charles Thompson that two, three years 
later he'd do what he did. How do you know? 

“The rape - how do you know that's 
going to happen? Somebody shoots his best 
friend from high school. No one expected it 
to happen, but it did. 

“Three, four, five kids created this prob- 
lem. Obviously, | wish I'd never seen them." 

Switzer, Duncan, Swank and other OU 
Officials instituted sweeping reforms in the 
Sooner athletic program. Included were 
tougher drug testing programs, a dress and 
discipline code, closer monitoring of grades 
and class attendance, additional evaluation of 
prospective recruits, extra security personnel 
and the banning of females at Wilkinson 
House, and the hiring of Dr. Thomas Hill, as- 
sistant athletic director for academic stan- 
dards. 

“The won-loss record on the athletic 
field is important,’ said Swank, “but much 
More important is the student's education. 

“We have never really set out and said 
that our main emphasis is academics. | think 
it is a statement of priority we haven't had in 
the past. I'm sure they have had disciplinary 
Tules, but they have never been written down. 
They will be now, and | will expect them to 
follow it." 

Dr. Hill, who will be in charge of check- 
ing the character and academic prospects of 
potential OU recruits, said: “You can’t be 
concerned with just athletics, or just with 
academics, When you don't consider the 
whole individual, you might wind up with 
someone who is a genius and a social idiot.” 

“We will build this program back to the 
image and respect it once had,’ said Switzer. “That 
is our total mission. I'm committed to that.” 

Switzer was raised in a house in the 
Arkansas woods without electricity, plumbing 
ora telephone. His father was murdered and 
his mother committed suicide. “I guess I've 
handled more tough situations than any 
coach in America,’ said Switzer, 51. “We will 
change directions. We will get the bad people 
eliminated from the program. That is my No. 
1 goal. I've got some beautiful young men in 
this program who want the same thing.” 

Meanwhile, in Stillwater, home of 
Oklahoma State, the Cowboys’ NCAA proba- 
tion played a role - though probably a minor 


role - in their loss of Sanders. 

Ina press conference at Stillwater, OSU 
Coach Jones said it was “a big misconcep- 
tion’ that OSU's probation had anything to do 
with Sanders turning pro. But at a press con- 
ference later in Denver, Sanders said he 
would enter the NFL draft “in my best inter- 
ests and in the best interest of my family. . . 
The probation OSU is faced with the next few 
years also played a part in my decision.” 

Because of their probationary status - 
and other problems, in OU's case- the 
Sooners and Cowboys also suffered losses 
during the football recruiting period, which 
ended with the Feb. 8 national letter of intent 
signing date. 

OSU, for the second straight year, failed 
to sign a nationally-rated tailback. Then 
again, neither Sanders nor Ernest Anderson, 
an NCAA rushing champion from OSU, were 
nationally-ranked recruits, either. 

“| think that really, with the exception of 
about two or three high-profile people, that 
this group is about what we've been signing 
in the past,” said Jones. 

"| think you really never know exactly 
how much effect the probation had. When it 
came right down to it, that was a factor ona 
few guys, but we knew what we were dealing 
with going in. Numerically, it's really hard to 
say - there's no way of knowing how many 
were affected.” 

At OU, Switzer predicted the Sooners 
would sign all nine of its highest-rated 
prospects in the state. In fact, OU signed five 
of those nine players. But the Sooners also 
signed 10 of the 18 players rated highest on 
the initial list. 

“If we hadn't been on probation we 
would have done better," said Switzer. “I 
think there were a lot of kids in the Houston 
area who would have come. Probation 
turned them off early.” 

Switzer said the Wilkinson House inci- 
dents (Thompson's arrest came five days after 
the signing date) “obviously had an impact. | 
think we could have gotten a couple of other 
key players if those things hadn't happened.” 

Finally, in March, spring football came to 
OSU and OU. 

"| remember at the Big Eight Skywriters 
last year, that everyone was asking how in the 
world we'd replace (All-American tailback) 
Thurman Thomas," said Jones.

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‘87 and last year was redshirted after a 
failed experiment at cornerback. One week 
into spring, Oliver suffered a knee injury 
that required surgery, but he is expected 
to make a complete recovery by the fall 

CU also is blessed with a pair of ex- 
cellent fullbacks in senior Erich Kissick 
(275 yards, 4.4 per carry) and junior 
George Hemingway (105 yards on 26 car- 
ties), and a multi-talented athlete at wing- 
back, junior Mike Pritchard, who averaged 
19.6 yards on seven catches, two of which 
went for touchdowns. Converted fullback 
David Arterberry, a sophomore, will be 
Pritchard's backup. 

Buff runners will be operating behind 
an experienced line that returns five of six 
starters from tackle to tight end. Three of 
the four from tackle to tackle (tackles Mark 
Vander Poel and Bill Coleman and guard 
Darrin Muilenburg) received some kind of 
all-conference mention last year. 

The key to Colorado's offense will be 
its ability to throw the football, something 
it has not been proficient at the last four 
seasons but was an area of emphasis in 
the spring. Hagan, who attempted just six

passes and completed two of them last 
season, showed a good touch in the 
spring. 

CU will have a sound receiving corps 
that includes Campbell (a team-high 15 
catches for 466 yards), Pritchard and split 
end MJ. Nelson (7 catches, 146 yards), 
who backed up Pritchard at wingback. All 
have big-play capabilities, particularly 
Campbell. Campbell has averaged 28.7 
yards per catch in his career and 17.3 
yards - including five touchdowns - on 
18 reverses. 

Colorado is as experienced on de- 
fense as it is on offense, losing just two 
full-time starters and another who started 
the final half of the season. The Buffs did 
not produce impressive defensive num- 
bers last year (54th nationally in total de- 
fense, 64th against the run), but did do 
well in the category that counts most, al- 
lowing just 16.0 points per game (18th 
nationally). 

The Buffs arguably have the finest pair 
of outside linebackers in the country in 
Houston juniors Kanavis McGhee (6-5, 
240) and Alfred Williams (6-6, 230)

McGhee was a first-team All-Big 8 selec- 
tion last season and developed into a 
complete outside linebacker with the abili- 
ty to stop the run, rush the passer and 
cover receivers. Williams is an outstand- 
ing pass rusher. 

Lack of size in the front three was one 
of Colorado's defensive shortcomings last 
season, but that problem seems to have 
been solved. After four years of nose tack- 
les who barely weighed 250 pounds, CU 
has 6-3, 275-pound sophomore Joel 
Steed, who McCartney said was one of the 
most pleasant surprises of the spring. 
Steed had better not become complacent, 
because the Buffs signed 6-4, 305-pound 
Amasi Amituanai, who was regarded by 
many scouting experts as the best defen- 
sive line prospect in the country and who 
is projected to play nose tackle at 
Colorado. 

And senior tackle Arthur Walker, an- 
other Houston product, added 10 pounds 
in the off-season and weighed 265 during 
the spring. The other tackle is scheduled 
to be Okland Salavea, a 6-5, 245-pounder 
who has had difficulty adding weight.

Salavea, a senior, starter early last season 
but lost the job to Cole Hayes. Hayes 
would have been a senior this year but 
was suspended for the season by 
McCartney. 

Colorado has a good inside linebacker 
in senior Michael Jones, the team's leading 
tackler, but must replace graduated Don 
DeLuzio at the other inside position. Junior 
David Brown emerged from the spring as a 
slight leader over junior Terry Johnson 
They were the top backups last year. 

A rebuilt secondary last year suffered 
from growing pains the first half of the 
season, but settled down and played bet- 
ter the second half. More improvement is 
expected this year, boosted by a position 
swap between Bruce Young and Tim 
James. The hard-hitting Young moves to 
strong safety, with James, who is four 
inches taller and led the team in intercep- 
tions with three, moving to free safety. The 


cornerbacks are Deon Figures, who took 
over late last season as a true freshman 
and drew raves from CU coaches, and ju- 
nior Dave McCloughan, who was slowed 
early last season by arthro-scopic knee 
surgery. 

“Our defense has good mobility and 
could be our best defense,” said 
McCartney. "We just have to see if we can 
keep them healthy." 

Good health will be particularly im- 
portant at quarterback and in the defensive 
and offensive lines, though in addition to 
Amituanai, Colorado has highly touted 
freshme n defensive tackles Marcellous 
Elder and Leonard Renfro, both of whom 
weigh at least 275. 

Colorado, which has had an All- 
American punter the last four years, must 
find a replacement for Keith English. Heir 
apparent Tom Rouen, a transfer from 
Colorado State, had a sore leg and was 


unable to kick for most of the spring. 

CU returns its top two kickers from a 
year ago, Ken Culbertson and Pat 
Blottiaux, who struggled somewhat in the 
spring adjusting to anew NCAA rule 
which prohibits the use of tees on place- 
ment kicks. 

Provided it can avoid injuries at key 
positions, Colorado should contend for 
the Big 8 championship. 

But, warned McCartney, “| have respect 
for our schedule,” which includes non- 
league games against Texas, Illinois and 
Washington and consecutive Big 8 games 
against Oklahoma, Nebraska and Oklahoma 
State, two of which are on the road. 

“It's going to take a lot of things in 
order for us to have the kind of season we 
want to have,” McCartney said. "But for 
me, after all these years, it's fun to know 
we can line up and play with anybody in 
the country."

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"SHERIFF" STULL BRINGS ORDER To Mizzou

erode in from El Paso, tall and 

lean. Low-key, but intense. Self- 

effacing, yet sure of himself. 

The new sheriff in town is 

Bob Stull. His mission: cleaning 
up the untidy football program at the 
University of Missouri, just as he had done 
in previous stops at Texas-El Paso and 
Massachusetts. 

“He can be the sheriff, he can be the big 
man on campus - he can be all those 
things,” tight end Tim Bruton said last 
spring. "Right now, we've got to go by his 
tules. It’s either his way or Trailways. You 
can ask Ron Walters." 

No, Walters didn’t hop aboard a bus. 
But the linebacker fought the law - and the 
law won, 

During winter conditioning, Walters re- 
portedly was involved in a fight at a fraterni- 
ty house. At least in part because of that in- 
cident, the entire team had to pay the price. 
They all ran 20 extra 40-yard dashes at the 
end of a conditioning session. 

“The point being, that if one guy goes 
out and screws up like that - makes a mis- 
take - then generally all of us suffer for it," 
Stull said. "If you're going to hit somebody, 
do it on the field.” 

Stull thus quickly set the tone for his 
tenure at Mizzou. 

On the one hand, there appears to be a 
good player-coach rapport, in part because 
six of Stull's nine assistants are age 34 or 
younger. Stull brought his entire UTEP staff 
with him to Mizzou. 

“It's pretty cool,” defensive tackle Lee 
Johnson said. "I don’t know if there's such a 
thing as a generation gap with football play- 
ers and coaches. | guess it's easier to re- 
late." 

On the other hand, Stull runs a tight 
ship. 
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Walters was one of three players sus- 
pended for disciplinary and/or academic 
teasons last spring. One of them, defensive 
lineman Meredith Johnson, was dismissed 
from the team. Stull expects his players to 
attend class, and to behave on and off the 
field. 

"We've got to be a little bit better than 
everybody else because we're so visible,” 
Stull said. “You can’t make the stupid mis- 


takes that other people make, because if you 
do, it's going to be printed. That's just the 
nature of the business. 

“The biggest thing is, when they leave 
the field, they should act like normal people. 
They shouldn't expect any special treat- 
ment.” 

Some observers and players felt the 
Tigers lacked organization and discipline at 
times under former coach Woody 
Widenhofer, who resigned under pressure 
last November after posting four consecutive 
losing seasons and an overall record of 12- 
31-1 at Mizzou. 

If so, Stull should be just the tonic for 
Mizzou. He arrived in Columbia, home of 
the Tigers, with an armful of notebooks de- 
tailing each coach's responsibilities, prac- 
tice schedules, past scouting reports, and so 
on. 


Stull quizzes his players each Friday 
during the season on that week's game plan. 
Most football teams go to movies on the 
night before games - it keeps players occu- 
pied and out of trouble. Stull, however, 
doesn't have his troops watch Eddie Murphy 
or Goldie Hawn. 

“They have a movie, but it's highlights 
of professional games and that type thing,” 
MU athletic director Dick Tamburo said. 
“Everything is geared to keep their mind in a 
football vein.” 

During spring drills, players were in- 
structed to run to and from the huddle at all 
times. Most position coaches held meetings 
at 6:30 a.m. and 2:30 p.m. 

“That's part of discipline,” Bruton said of 
the early meetings. “If you want to go out 
and hang out every night, or watch 
Letterman till 1 o'clock and only get four or 
five hours sleep - that's your problem. But 
that's not discipline.” 

The early meetings also were scheduled 
out of necessity. There were new playbooks 
to learn on both sides of the ball. The 
changes are especially radical on offense, 
where the Tigers are switching to a pass-ori- 
ented, multiple-set offense from 
Widenhofer's wishbone-based, run-oriented 
attack. 

‘At UTEP last fall, Stull’s Miners aver- 
aged 30 passes a game, but were balanced 
on offense. In fact, at the end of the regular 
season, they averaged 219 yards passing 
and 201 yards rushing. 

“We're not “bombs away’ by any 
means," offensive coordinator Dirk Koetter 
said. “Our basis is the controlled passing 
game, kind of BYU style.” 

The results were of record-setting pro- 
portions for UTEP, which went 10-3 last sea- 
son and earned a berth in the Independence 
Bowl. The Miners set school records for vic-

The simple approach is a golf umbrella, 
tastefully orange and blue if you live anywhere 
near Gainesville, garnet and gold for the rest of 
the nation. (Nope, no Hurricane colors, We 
Floridians sort of admire the ‘Canes from afar 
and love to see them win, but they don't really 
belong to us, in the way that the Noles and the 
Gators do. They're sort of like Dallas among 
the pros, belonging to everybody and nobody. 
In fact, now, they'll be exactly like Dallas, until 
somebody changes Jimmy's staff.) 

The umbrella can be mounted anywhere 
you want it with a fishing rod socket available

Tailgating in style takes extensive planning. 
at any marine store, The back of your lounge 
chair is good, and so is the rear stanchion of 
your fold-out station wagon tailgate. (Tip for 
windy days: drill a hole through the rod holder 
and through the handle of your umbrella so 
that you can slide a nail through both to pin the 
umbrella into place and not have to chase it out 
across the x section when that big puff comes 
along. Tip for very windy days: attach a ce- 
ment block to the chair, so you don't have to 
chase both chair and umbrella.) 

Ifyou want to get fancy about it, you jury 
tig the same sort of fold-out awning campers 
use to create a little porch on their moveable 
homes, complete with aluminum support arms 
and canvas. Rubber suction cups will fasten it 
to your truck roof. 

Do the one or the other. It's just not worth 
the suffering, otherwise - parking lot tempera- 
tures on a day that's 85 everywhere else will 
have between 100 and 120 degrees due to all 
the hot metal and hot pavement and hot tail- 
gaters. There are some days you can literally 
fry eggs on the hood of your car, and you'll 


‘swear you could fry them on your forehead if 
there's no place to get into the shade. 

You also need a hat, appropriate to your 
team, of course. Or you might go with one of 


those little safari hats with the built-in solar- 
Powered fan. These things look almost as 
weird as painting your hair in team colors, 
(we're no going that anymore, at least not until 
the year the Bucs play the Big One) but they 
keep you a lot cooler - the tiny fan actually 
does work because it causes your perspiration 
to rapidly evaporate. 
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You need sun screen and sun glasses, 
too, of course. With these cautions, and plenty 
of heavily iced drinks, the heat problems 
should be no problem so long as you take it 
easy. And that's, after all, the idea of tailgating 
in the first place. Chill out, baby. (If you drink 
alcohol while tailgating, intersperse it with a 
cup of Gatoraide or other salt replenisher now 
and then. Alcohol dehydrates the body rapidly 
when consumed in high temperatures, so you 
need to give the bod what it's thirsting for now 
and then.) 

It's a lot easier to bring your precooked 
food to the event rather that cook it on the spot, 
but that lacks class. If you use a lot where 
they'll allow it, the stylish way to go is to bring 
the charcoal grille or smoker along and let 
those lovely, smokey fumes reach out their al- 
luring tendrils and drag in the party people - 
including the plus 10's. The fine way to handle 
barbecue is in a wet smoker like the Cook-N-

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WOLVERINES ARE No.1! 
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Il last spring, Bo Schembechler 

was being written about in a sec- 

tion of the nation's sports pages 

where he wasn't used to seeing 

his name - the basketball 
columns. 

Schembechler, the athletic director as well 
as head football coach at the University of 
Michigan, was being pressed on when ( and if) 
he would name interim basketball coach 
Steve Fisher, who had been elevated to replace 
Bill Freider just prior to the NCAA 
Tournament, to the full-fledged position per- 
manently. Schembechler, in a manner that 
would have made any wishy-washy politician 
envious, cautiously demurred. So what did 
Fisher do? He took his Wolverines all the way 
to the national championship. 

That settled the hiring matter, as Bo natu- 
rally made Fisher the true head coach. But it 
also raised a question: If an interim coach 
could lead Michigan to a national basketball 
crown, how come Bo, in 21 distinguished 
seasons as the football boss, has never been 
able to bring a national gridiron title to Ann 
Arbor? Food for thought, perhaps? 

Well, Bo Schembechler is not about to get 
out done by his counterpart who coaches that 
funny game where guys run around in their 
undershorts. Bo is going after the national 
championship in what he considers the real 
sport, and this year it just so happens that his 
Wolverines have the weapons to pull it off. 

Lindy's believes the national champi- 
onship will be decided early this season, 
when Michigan meets Notre Dame in 
September in Ann Arbor. We like the 
Wolverines by a small margin in that titanic 


clash. From there, Bo's team should sweep 
through their Big 10 slate, return to the Rose 
Bowl and whip whoever else shows up.

truly golden at the dome. 

Southern Cal fans mourn the graduation 
of All-American QB Rodney Peete, but the 
good news is that very few Trojan horses 
graduated with him. Most starters from last 
season's Pac-10 champs return, and that 
should mean a legion of happy Saturdays for 
the USC faithful 

Dennis Erickson moves south from 
Washington State to replace Jimmy Johnson 
at Miami. Erickson will command a very tal- 
ented team, but the one man who isn't there 
will likely cost the ‘Canes a shot at No.1. QB 
Steve Walsh opted for the pros, which means 
the best the new coach will do on his maiden 
voyage is fourth. Still, that's not too shabby. 

Florida State, currently riding an eleven- 
game victory streak, should continue its win- 
ning ways. The 'Noles have graduated some 
real studs, but it's a snowy day in Tallahassee 
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when Bobby Bowden lacks replacement parts. 
A beeted up schedule, however, will keep FSU 
out of the throne room 

Auburn coach Pat Dye is on the verge of 
building a dynasty in the SEC. The Tigers are 
vying for their third straight title in a league 
once known for its great parity. A powerful of- 
fense should carry the load unti! a young de- 
fense matures and brings the Tigers in at sixth. 

Graduation losses decimated the starting 
lineups at Nebraska, but there shouldn't be 
too much weeping and wailing in Lincoln this 
fall. The schedule is very manageable, and 
the Nebraska machine always produces quali- 
ty ball players. All in all, a number seven fin- 
ish wouldn't be a bad harvest for the 
Cornhuskers. 

Winning has joined glitz and glamour as 
the main characteristics of UCLA football 
since Terry Donahue's era began.

The Bengals do 
have some very sharp teeth, including stand- 
out QB Tom Hodson, who will try to close a 
fine career on a high note. 

Off-the-field problems have taken a heavy 
toll at Oklahoma, but don't think that the 
Sooner program has collapsed completely. 
There's plenty of talent in Norman, and a few 
big wins would be just the tonic to make the 
pain of those ugly headlines disappear 

The Syracuse Orangemen are the choice 
for the fourteenth slot. While a New Year's Day 
bow! might be just out of reach, the Saltine 
Warriors don't play for crumbs anymore. 

Although All-American RB Bobby 
Humphrey has moved to the pros, don't shed 
any tears for Alabama coach Bill Curry. The 
Crimson Tide has a talented, experienced de~ 
fensive unit that could be among the nation's 
best. If Curry can work out his "iffy" quarter- 
back situation, Bama could finish much higher 
than fifteenth. 

Arizona's Wildcats are on the verge.of 
challenging USC and UCLA for PAC-10 con- 
tention. A big year from QB Ron Veal could 
put the Cats in line for a big-time bow! 

Illinois (surprise!) will be Michigan's 
chief rival for the Big 10 title. John Mackovic 
has lived up to his miracle-worker reputation, 
turning around a moribound Illini program in 
ashort time. With ace QB Jeff George around, 
they could be breaking open the bottles in 
Champaign. 

The Penn State Nittany Lions were a pack 
of mildcats last year, suffering their first losing 
season since the Ice Age. Of course, Joe 
Paterno isn't going to put up with that kind of 
situation for long.

THE GREAT RIVALRY

t belongs to the Ken Stablers and the 
Bo Jacksons, the true superstars of 
football. It also belongs to the David 
Langners and Rory Turners, one-day 
wonders playing the games of their 
lives. 
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It's 315 and Punt, Bama, Punt and Bear 
Bryant saying he'd rather “go home and 
plow’ if he lost instead of going to the Sugar 
Bowl. 

It's the Alabama-Auburn game, or the 
Auburn-Alabama game, if you prefer. They 


used to call it the Iron Bowl, because it was 
always played in the industrial town of 
Birmingham at Legion Field. Tickets were 
always evenly divided among the two 
schools. It made a beautiful site: neutral 
field, half the stadium crimson and white, 


and the other half orange and blue. But just 
as economic changes made Birmingham no 
longer a steel town, economics also 
changed the Iron Bowl. Money, egos and 
the state's stadium situation have altered the 
game, probably forever. 

Ironically, many of the contests in this 
53 game series haven't been all that spec- 
tacular. The average margin of victory has 
been only slightly less than three touch- 
downs. Throwing the record book out the 
window is usually just a waste of good 
paper, as the pre-game favorite usually wins. 

But Alabama-Auburn is special, just be- 
cause it means so much to almost everyone 
in the state. Alabamians are absolutely 
passionate about it 

And some of the to-do doesn’t even 
have that much to do with football. 
Much of it is cultural, based on old 
stereotypes. Alabama, as the state uni- 
versity with the graduate schools in 
medicine and law, traditionally sees itself 
as the producer of the doctors, attorneys 
and professional types. Auburn (former- 
ly Alabama Polytechnic Institute) still 
fevels in its old agricultural-engineering 
school image and carries something of a 
Packa-Luckies-in-my-sleeve-and-chip- 
on-my-shoulder attitude toward the folks 
in Tuscaloosa 

Of course, modern times have 
changed this, too. Alabama now has a 
fine engineering school; while many 
Auburn students have never seen a slide 
tule, but the images remain. 

Former Crimson Tide coach Ray 
Perkins, who played in three Iron Bowls and 
coached in four others, described the situa~ 
tion perfectly. 

"It isn't just teams vs, teams, players vs. 
players, and coaches vs. coaches. It's peo- 
ple vs. people, Alabama people vs. Auburn 
people. 

"| don't know of any other game in foot- 
ball - pro or college - that affects the lives 
of more people than this game. I've tried to 
think of something bigger in this state. | re- 
ally have. The governor's race? | don't 
think so. Doing your taxes? Maybe. But 
then | think about all the people who don't 
do their taxes, yet are affected by the game 
and | don't think so. 

"I'd say that 98 percent of the people in 
this state are indirectly or directly affected by 
the game. Think about it.” 

What other states have two universities 
that consistently field outstanding teams 
such as Auburn and Alabama? As Perkins 


said, think about it. 

But that's almost irrelevant. The game - 
regardless of the records of the two schools 
- means so much to Alabamians that they 
treat it with a near religious reverence. It is 
nearly always a showcase of how college 
football fans should behave. While plenty of 
noise is commonplace, rowdiness in the 
stands at an Alabama-Auburn game is rare. 
Oh, there was the time in 1966 when an 
Alabama fan, flushed by the thrill of victory 
(and almost certainly a good bit of liquor as 
well) climbed a Legion Field goal post in the 
middle of the third quarter, but happily, 
events like that have proved to be the excep- 


tion 

Most years, the main excitement has 
come on the field, particularly during the 
1980s. The close of Bear Bryant's ultra- 
successful era at Bama and the coming of 
the Pat Dye era at Auburn has brought a sea 
of change in the series’ direction, In fact, 
the Tigers’ 15-10 win over the Tide last 
November marked their third straight win 
over Bama - the first such Auburn streak 
since the 1950s. But even that hard-fought 
battle was emblematic of the decades strug- 
gles, 

Alabama, still in its glory days, opened 
the decade with a routine 34-18 victory in 
1980. The next year, however, was anything 
but routine. Auburn was rebuilding under a 
tough new coach, Dye, and ran into Alabama 
just as the Tide needed one more win to give 
Bryant his 315th career triumph - a victory 
that would make him the winningest coach 
in collegiate football history,

Auburn battled hard, and led the heavily 
favored Bama team 17-14 two minutes into 
the fourth quarter. But Walter Lewis's 38 
yard touchdown pass to Jesse Bendross and 
Linnie Patrick's 15 yard scoring jaunt was 
enough to give Bryant an historic 28-17 vic- 
tory. 

The 68-year old coach received congrat- 
ulatory phone calls from President Ronald 
Reagan and former President Jimmy Carter 
immediately after the game, but the post- 
game dialogue between Bryant and Dye on 
the subject of the presidential calls was 
probably more memorable than the calls 
themselves 

Bryant 
called me." 

Dye: “The President?” 

Bryant: “Carter. Well, Reagan, too, 
but Governor Carter. | thought you'd ap- 
preciate that , being from Georgia." 

Dye: (by now, somewhat confused): 
"Did the President call you?” 

Bryant: "Why SURE he did." 

But as great as the glory was, it was 
about to fade. Auburn whipped Alabama 
badly in recruiting early the next year, 

a] and one of the Tiger signees - a run- 
ning back named Bo Jackson - played 
a key role in the Tiger's first win over 
Alabama since 1972 

Alabama dominated the game for 
three quarters but led by just 22-14 
when the fourth quarter began.

Campbell said. "We had to ask our- 
selves how much it meant to us." 

It meant plenty. A 53 yard run by 
Jackson set up a field goal with nine min- 
utes left, cutting the Tide lead to 22-17 
Auburn then forced Bama to punt, and the 
Tigers put together a 67 yard drive that 
ended with a one yard touchdown leap by 
Jackson with 2:26 left, and Auburn had a 
23-22 win, 

Along drought had ended for Auburn, 
but Dye reacted to the win with mixed emo- 
tions, “This is the truth, so help me God,” 
said the man who had coached Bryant's 
linebackers at Alabama from 1965-1973, 
“I'd rather beat anybody in the world but 
Coach Bryant. He's done so much for me, 
there's no way | could repay him." 

The words of tribute were of small con- 
solation to the heart-broken Bryant. He re- 
tired as Alabama coach three weeks after the 
game, and died of a heart attack in January 
1983. 
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Perkins, the head coach of the NFL's 
New York Giants, succeeded Bryant, and set 
reestablishing Tide dominance over Auburn

however, he was foiled by Jackson. The 
sophomore dynamo scored on runs of 69 
and 71 yards to give the Tigers a 23-20 
come-from-behind victory. The win 
clinched Auburn's first Southeastern 
Conference championship since 1957. 

“I'd hate to think where we'd be if Bo 
hadn't been in our backfield today," said 
Campbell afterward. “There's something 
about Alabama that pumps him up." 

Auburn looked like a sure bet to make it 
three in a row over a weak Alabama team in 


as an immediate priority. In his first attempt, 


1984, but the 4-6 Tiders had other ideas. 

Not since a 5-6 Bama team whipped a 
5-5 Auburn team in 1951 had a club with a 
losing record won in this series but the 
Crimsons pulled a dramatic 17-15 
upset, which knocked the Tigers 
out of the Sugar Bowl. 

Itall boiled down to the final 
four minutes of play, Auburn, 
trailing 17-15, had a fourth and 
goal at the Tide one. Forgoing an 
almost certain field goal, Dye 
called a running play. The call 
was a toss sweep to halfback 
Brent Fullwood, who was stopped 
for a loss by freshman safety Rory 
Turner. "| waxed the dude," was 
how Turner described the play. 
Jackson, the hero of the previous 
two Tiger-Tide clashes, was 
something of a goat this time. He 
was supposed to be the lead 
blocker for Fullwood on the play, 
but misunderstood his assign- 
ment and ran the opposite way. 

) Auburn fans argued that his mis- 
take cost their team the game; 
Alabama fans said Turner would 
have stopped Fullwood anyway. 
One thing's for sure: It didn't mat- 
ter 


Auburn's final chance for vic- 
tory evaporated when Robert 
McGinty shanked a 42 yard field 
goal attempt with nine seconds 
left. 

The 1985 renewal is al- 
most certainly the classic in the 
series. Van Tiffin kicked a 52 yard 

g field goal on the final play to give 
Alabama a 25-23 victory, the sec- 
nd straight Tide upset in a series 
hat has seen precious few upsets. 
3 Jackson, a senior at last and 
§ playing with broken ribs, rushed 
8 for 142 yards and paid the final 
installment on his 1985 Heisman 
Trophy. Auburn led 23-22 with 
just 57 second to play, but a miracle drive, 
directed by Bama quarterback Mike Shula, 
brought the Tide to the Tiger 35 with just six 
seconds left. Then Tiffin split the crossbar's 
middle as the gun sounded.

dust as the series seemed to be moving 
back ina Crimson direction, the pendulum 
began to swing back the other way in 1986. 


The opening salvo was fired in the newspa- 
pers before the game when Perkins was 
quoted as saying that rival coach Dye, who 
was an All-American guard at Georgia, 
couldn't truly appreciate the meaning of the 
Alabama-Auburn rivalry because he'd never 
played in it. The remark infuriated Dye, who 
got his revenge on game day. 

A seven yard touchdown on a reverse by 
split end Lawyer Tillman with 32 seconds to 
play gave Auburn a 21-17 victory. It was the 
first rushing play of Tillman's career and it 
will be remembered as one the most impor- 
tant snaps in Tiger football history. 

After the season, Alabama made some 
football history. Perkins stunned the state 
by resigning as Alabama coach to take the 
reins of the NFL's most consistent loser, the 
Tampa Bay Bucs. 

Bobby Bowden, Howard 
Schnellenberger, and Danny Ford were 
among the popular fan choices to succeed 
Perkins, but University President Joab 
Thomas pulled another shocker by hiring 
Georgia Tech coach Bill Curry as the new 
Alabama skipper. Curry came to Tuscaloosa 
with only a 31-43-4 record, but what really 
disturbed some of the faithful was his 0-6 
mark against Auburn and Dye 

Curry's Alabama debut against Auburn 
in 1987 was little different from his experi- 
ences at Tech. The Tide lost 10-0 as the 
Tigers roared on to the Sugar Bowl. Then 
last season Bama did better, but still went 
home a 15-10 loser. 

While the action on the field was hot 
enough, Alabama-Auburn was heating up off 
the field as well. For years Auburn officials 
and partisans had considered Birmingham's 
Legion Field as anything but a neutral site, 
despite the fact that tickets for the annual 
clash were evenly divided between the two 
schools. They argued that while Alabama 
played at Legion Field several times a sea- 
son, Auburn, with few exceptions since the 
late 1960s, only visited the stadium once 
annually - to play the Crimson Tide. 
Besides, Auburn people continued, their 
own Jordan Hare Stadium was the state's 
largest, seating 85,000. So why shouldn't 
the state's biggest ball park host the state's 
biggest game? 

None of these arguments sat well with 
Alabama boosters, who saw nothing wrong 
with the status quo. Ray Perkins was so 
adamantly opposed to moving the game, 
that he once threatened to withdraw Alabama 
from the SEC and form a new conference 
rather than bring a Tide team to Auburn.

Fortunately, cooler heads prevailed. 

Prior to the 1988 season, Auburn and 
Alabama officials negotiated a compromise. 
Alabama agreed to play at Auburn for the 
first time in 1989, but Auburn would follow 
with games in Birmingham in 1990 and 
1991. From that point on, the game would 
rotate yearly, with Alabama having the home 
site on even years, Auburn on odd. 

Moreover, beginning with the 1988 
game, tickets would no longer be divided 
equally. Instead, the home team would get 
the lion's share. 

For weeks afterward, pundits and fans 
debated over who got the "best" of the deal, 
but one thing was for certain: Auburn had at 
last achieved its dream of getting to host 
Alabama. Through the years, the likes of 
Georgia Tech and Tennessee had turned

their noses up at the possi- 
bility of playing at Auburn, 
but ultimately both had 
come. Now, an even big- 
ger prize had been 

plucked 

Not surprisingly, the 
compromise of '88 wasn't 
the first time a contract 
dispute over the game had 
occurred. Indeed, a dis- 
pute that resulted in 1907, 
ended Tide-Tiger competi- 
tion in all sports until 
1948. Legend has it that a 
great riot following the ‘07 
affair ended the series. 
Actually, more mundane 
Teasons, such as expenses 
and disagreements 
) about officials, led to 
the hiatus. 

The second great 
myth associated with 
the breakup is that the 
Alabama legislature 
forced the two schools 
to resume relations. 
Actually, the politi- 
cians had nothing to 
do with it. Auburn 
president Ralph 
Draughon and 
Alabama president 
John Gallalee, simply 
fl sat down and brought 
the schools back to- 
gether. On May 8, 
1948, Auburn and 
Alabama jointly an- 
nounced that they 
would resume their 
athletic rivalries in football, basketball, 
baseball and track. 

The first football game was played 
on December 4th, of that year. On the 
morning of the game, Gillis Commack 
of Auburn and Willie Jonns of Alabama, 
presidents of their respective student 
bodies, dug a hole in the ground in 
Birmingham's Woodrow Wilsor: Park, 
tossed a hatchet in and buried it 

Then Alabama did some burying of 
its own. Ed Salem threw three touch- 
down passes, ran for another and kicked 
seven extra points, as Alabama smoth-

ered Auburn 55-0. 

A year later, the Tigers were three touch- 
down underdogs, but won by a point in the 
series’ first upset. Auburn quarterback Bill 
Tucker, who would later be crippled by polio, 
kicked the deciding extra point in the 14-13 
victory, 

Alabama won the next year in a blowout, 
but after Ralph "Shug" Jordan was hired as 
the Tiger coach in 1951, Auburn would be- 
come more competitive than ever. In 1953. 
the two vied for the SEC title, and Bobby 
Luna's last ditch field goal gave Bama a 10- 
7 edge. 

Auburn killed Alabama by a composite 
score of 88-7 the next three years, but saved 
their best wallop for 1957. Needing only a 
win over the Tide to claim the Associated 
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Press national championship, the War Eagles 
pounded Bama for 34 first half points and won going 
away, 40-0. 

Bryant took command of the Alabama program 
in 1958, and things got tougher almost immediately. 
A vastly more talented Auburn team eked out a 14-8 
Win over the Tide in the Bear's maiden season. It 
was an indication of things to come, as Bryant would 
go on to beat Jordan 13 times in the Iron Bowl. 

The first time came in 1959, Tommy Broker's 
37 yard field goal and Bobby Skelton's 39 yard pass 
to Marlin Dyess providing the points for 10-0 victo- 
fy. 


Alabama won four in a row before Auburn 
scored a memorable 10-8 victory in 1963. It was the 
Tiger team of Jimmy Sidle and Tucker Frederickson 
against the Tide team of Joe Namath and Benny 
Nelson. But it was a little-known player, second 
string Auburn quarterback Mailon Kent, who threw 
the winning touchdown pass. War Eagle end 
Howard Simpson gave one of the finer defensive 
Performances in the history of the Iron Bowl, 

Bama clinched its second national champi- 
onship in four years, with its 21-14 win in 1964. 
Ray Ogden's 107 yard kickoff return for a touchdown 
sparked the winners. 

The 1967 game is famous for terrible weather 
and a controversial play, Rain and strong winds 
made the grandstands bitterly uncomfortable and the 
field (natural grass at the time) was a hog-wallow. 


” Ken Stabler's 47 yard run in the'fourth period gave 


Alabama a 7-3 victory, but Jordan charged that 
Crimson tight end Dennis Dixon held a Tiger defend- 
er on the play. 

“Ole number 88 (Dixon ) for Alabama must have 
thought he was on defense," said the uncharacteristi- 
cally caustic Jordan. "That was one of the prettiest 
tackles on Gusty Yearout I've seen all season.” 

Alabama had won five straight before the Pat 
Sullivan-Terry Beasley era began at Auburn in 1969. 
The Tigers topped mediocre Tide teams 49-26 that 
year and 33-28 the next, 

The first game is remembered largely for AU's 
Connie Frederick fooling not only Alabama but his 
own coaches and teammates by running the length 
Of the field for a touchdown in punt formation in the 
closing moments and for UA's George Ranager re- 
turning a kickoff 102 yards, 

The second game produced superb perfor- 
mances by three of the most popular men to ever 
play football in the state. Sullivan completed 22 of 
38 passes for 317 yards, Beasley caught nine passes 
for 131 yards and Alabama's Johnny Musso rushed 
for 221 yards on 42 carries, 

‘The 1971 game was the "dream" match of the 
series. Alabama, riding its new Wishbone-T offense 
was 10-0 and ranked number two in the nation; 
‘Auburn was 9-0 and ranked fifth, For the first time, a 
Heisman Trophy winner - Sullivan - would play in 
the series. But the physically stronger Bama team 


romped, 31-7, as Musso gained 167 yards, 

The 1972 renewal was one of the strangest 
games ever played. Undefeated and second-ranked 
Alabama entered the fourth quarter leading 16-0, but 
wound up losing 17-16. Early in the fourth period, 
‘Auburn kicked a field goal to cut the margin to 16-3. 
With four minutes lef, linebacker Bill Newtan 
blocked a Bama punt and David Langer returned the 
bouncing ball for a touchdown. 

Itcouldn't happen again, but it did. With his 
team now trailing 16-10, Newton blocked another 
Bama punt and Langner ~ deja vu - carried it in for 
a touchdown with just over a minute left. Gardner 
Jett's extra point sealed the incredible victory and 
gave birth to a new Auburn by-phrase: PUNT BAMA 
PUNT. 

In 1973, Alabama began a dominance that 
would last until 1982, The Tigers suffered through 
Nine straight years of losing to the Tide before Pat 
Dye began to change things in his second year at 
AU. Auburn coach Doug Barfield, wha succeeded 
Jordan in 1976, absorbed five of the nine losses be- 
fore Dye took over. 

So what path will the rivalry take in the years 
ahead, Can Bill Curry turn the Tide back in his di- 
fection? Or will moving the series away from 
Birmingham merely accelerate Auburn and Dye's 
Momentum. Nobady knows for sure, but no matter 
what happens, Alabama-Auburn will always be more 
that just another football game.

enior Mike Gundy “might be the best player I've 
ever coached," gushes OSU Coach Pat Jones, 
who coached Heisman Trophy winner Barry 
Sanders last year. Gundy was the No.2-rated 
passer in the nation last year, throwing for 2,163 
yards and 19 TDs.

Gdowski, the top sub a year ago, finally gets his shot. But 
he'll be pushed by soph Mickey Joseph, the best runner, 
and Keith McCant, the best passer. 
In Darian Hagan, the Buffs thought they had a good 
backup for Sal Aunese. But Aunese's illness left Hagan, a 
good runner and passer, the only quarterback with any expe- 
rience. And he doesn't have much. 
Oklahoma's quarterbacks are as new as its |-formation 
offense. Soph Chris Melson, who was a defensive back dur- 
ing the 1988 spring, is No.1, followed by redshirt freshmen 
Steve Collins and Tink Collins. 
John Stollenwerck, a disappointment last year after 
transferring from SMU, appears more comfortable in 
Missouri's new offense. But watch out for juco transfer Kent 
Kiefer. 
K-State returns 1988 starter Carl Straw and 1987 starter 
Gary Swim, but if he's healthy, sophomore Paul Watson, 
whose threw for 362 yards in one game last year, may be the 
man. 
Bret Oberg has a year of experience under his belt at 
lowa State, experience that should help reverse his 6 touch- 
down, 15 interception ratio. 
As starter at Kansas, Kelly Donohoe has a 1-19 record, 
a somewhat deceiving stat based on creditable '88 stats - 
1,844 passing yards, 9 TDs, 13 interceptions. 
RUNNING BACKS 
The Huskers lost a lot of starters, but none of them at 


running back where Ken Clark(1,497 yards) and much-tout- 
ed Leodis Flowers head a proven group that will be even 
better if Terry Rodgers’ knee is sound. 

Colorado has perhaps the best 1-2 tailback combo in the 
conference in Eric Bieniemy (1,243 yards) and J.J. 
Flannigan (522), who run behind fullback Erich Kissick. 

Oklahoma's Mike Gaddis has superstar written all over 
him. He was Newcomer of the Year last season as a fresh- 
man. Fullback Leon Perry, when healthy, is a dandy, and 
keep an eye on redshirt Kenyon Rasheed.

at Jones is aware that the whole 
world of college football is 
watching and waiting for his 
Oklahoma State team to col- 
lapse. 

National headlines since the end of 
last season give credence to those who 
predict that after back-to-back 10-2 finish- 
es, Jones and the Cowboys are headed for 
along, rugged ride. 

First came the devastating news that 
the NCAA had lowered the boom on the 
OSU program - placing the Cowboys on a 
four-year probation. Reduced scholarships, 
No television, no bowls and little hope. 

Then came word that running back 
Barry Sanders had decided to take his All- 
American ability and his Heisman Trophy 
and head off a year early to some team in 
the National Footbal! League. 

Toss in the fact that record-breaking, 
two-time All-American receiver Hart Lee 
Dykes has used up his eligibility, and it's 
easy to see why popular opinion these days 
is that OSU's Lewis Field will be the Temple 
of Doom for the home team in 1989. 

But Jones, the winningest coach (44- 
15) in OSU history, has a warning for those 
bad-news vultures who are circling the 
Cowboys’ program. 

“If anybody counts this football team 
out, they may be making a mistake," Jones 
said. “People haven't seen us play good 
defense in a while. And as long as Mike 
Gundy’s in the picture, they would be mak- 
ing a real big mistake of counting us out of 
anything." 

With the departure of Sanders, there's 
No question that OSU's fortunes rest on the 
capable shoulders of Gundy, the 6-foot, 
185-pound senior quarterback. But that 
might have been the case had Sanders not 
decided to turn professional. 
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“Gundy might be the best player I've 
ever coached," Jones said. "Sanders is the 
most electrifying player I've ever coached, 
but Mike Gundy is the most productive.” 

That's lofty praise, considering 
Sanders produced 2,628 yards and 37 
touchdowns last season while setting or 
tying 24 NCAA records, including marks for 
season rushing, touchdowns and all-pur- 


pose yards per game. 

But a check of the records reveal why 
Jones is convinced Gundy is the top gun 
among college quarterbacks this season. 

Ever since Jones - fed up with a 
floundering OSU offense - yanked him off 
the bench and inserted him as the starter 
midway through his freshman season, 
Gundy has been the unquestioned leader of 
the Cowboys. 

Ascrambler out of the mold of Fran 
Tarkenton, Gundy is 25-7 as a starter. He 
‘owns every major OSU passing record and 
needs only 617 yards to become the Big 8 
Conference's all-time passing leader. 

“He's stronger, he's faster and you still 
can't sack him," Jones said. “As long as 
Gundy's around, we're going to win ball 
games." 

And with the Cowboys trying to cope 
with the emotional blows created by the 


probation and the loss of Sanders, Jones 
couldn't think of anyone he'd rather have 
leading his team then the hardnosed 
Gundy. 

Life is a challenge to Gundy, being 
great is a challenge to Gundy,” Jones said. 
"| don’t think he needs outside influences; 
he's a battler." 

Gundy isn't headed into battle alone, 
however. A deep and talented receiving 
corp should ensure that Gundy passes for 
more than 2,100 yards for a third straight 
season. 

While none of them may have the all- 
around ability of Dykes, Jarrod Green, 
Curtis Mayfield, Robert Kirksey, Brent 
Parker, Tony Brown and Lee Keith give 
Gundy a multitude of talented targets at the 
flanker and split end positions. 

Tight ends Vance Vice, Scott 
Copeland and Mark Walker also have pass- 
catching skills and bring more speed to the 
position than anytime in Jones’ six years 
as head coach of the Cowboys. 

“The receiver corp is probably the 
deepest and most talented part of this foot- 
ball team, along with Gundy,” Jones said. 
"Dykes was a great, great player, but we've 
got a number of very good players waiting 
to take his place.” 

Satisfied that his team is going to 
continue to attack the opposition with a 
high degree of success through the air, 
Jones isn't ready to concede the ground 
game will come to a halt with the loss of 
Sanders and fullback Garrett Limbrick. 

Cecil Wilson appears to be as good a 
blocker and a better ball carrier than 
Limbrick.

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And while he doesn't expect tail- 
backs Gerald Hudson and Vernon 
Brown to approach the staggering 
numbers Sanders posted to become 
OSU's first Heisman Trophy winner, 
Jones does think Hudson and Brown 
both have the potential to surprise 
some people. 

"This time a year ago, Sanders 
wasn't even a returning starter, and 
Now he's the Heisman Trophy winner 
and one of the first picks in the NFL 
draft,” Jones said. "Who knows what 
Hudson or Brown will do?" 

The tailback tandem gave OSU 
fans an idea during the Cowboys’ final 
spring scrimmage of what might be 
ahead this fall. Hudson, a 5-foot-10, 
202-pound junior, rushed for 127 
yards and a touchdown, while the 5- 
foot-11, 211-pound Brown added 96 
yards and two scores 

“They know they're going to be 
compared to Barry, and that's unfair,” 
Jones said. "But we think either one of 
those guys is capable of being a 
1,000-yard rusher." 

That's an interesting prediction 
considering the Cowboys must re- 
place their entire offensive line. When 
Sanders announced he was going to 
test the NFL rules and become the 
first true junior to enter the draft, he 
said one of the reasons for his deci- 
sion was the fact that all of the people 
who had opened the holes which en- 
abled him to rush to glory in 1988 
had graduated. 

Baloney, retorts the feisty Jones. 

While last year's talented group 
of offensive linemen, nicknamed "The 
War Pigs," is no longer at the trough, 
Jones thinks he has some War Hogs 
to replace them.

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crew and the one that Jeff," Jones said. "The 
other crew was a little bit stronger in the 
bench press, but they were all older guys. 
But as far as height, weight and speed, 
there's not a great deal of difference," 

While the line is the big question 
mark on offense, the same could be said for 
the entire defense, 

True, eight defensive starters return. 
But for the past two seasons, the word de- 
fense was almost nonexistent in Stillwater. 

One of the reasons Sanders and 
Gundy put up such big numbers last year 
was because their defensive teammates 
couldn't keep them off the field. 

Jones, OSU's defensive coordinator 
before he became the head coach six years 
ago, admits he was embarrassed as he 
watched the Cowboys give up a school- 
record 341 points last year. 

But Jones was encouraged with OSU's 
defensive effort in the 62-14 victory over 
Wyoming in the Holiday Bow! last 
December. Wyoming, averaging 41.4 points 
and 478.9 yards per game entering the 
bowl, was held to 204 yards total offense. 

"We set a real good tone for this sea- 
son in the bow! game," Jones said. "I think 
they felt pretty good about themselves com- 
ing out of that game." 

Jones ordered his defensive coaches to 
install the 4-3 defense last spring. It was the 
defense he favored when he was an OSU as- 
sistant under Jimmy Johnson, the new Dallas 
Cowboys coach who used the 4-3 to win a na- 
tional championship at Miami. 

“People now call it the ‘Miami de- 
fense,'" Jones said, "but we were using it 
here in 1979, and at Arkansas in 1975. It 
simplifies things for the interior people and 
it should make things easier for our 
linebackers because il lends to force the 
issue. 

“Our thinking is, ‘Let's line up, attack 
people and get after them.’ I'm not saying 
we're going to blitz every down, but we're 
going to blitz a little bit more and we're 
coming after folks, We are going to make 
some things happen," 

The defense will be young, but most 
of those youngsters gained valuable experi- 
ence while they were getting shoved around 
a year ago by older, more experienced op- 
ponents. 

"We can play good defense here,” Jones 
said. "We have before, We will again." 

Jones feels tackles Stacey Satterwhite 
(6-6, 260) and Brandon Colbert (6-2, 260), 
nose guard Shawn Mackey (6-3, 250), 


linebackers Ruben Oliver (5-10, 250) and 
Sim Drain (6-0,225) and corner backs Mike 
Clark (5-10, 175) and Joe King (6-3, 180) 
have all-star potential 

"Satterwhite could be in the Leslie 
O'Neal class before he's finished," Jones 
said referring to the former Cowboy All- 
American. “And the two starting corners 
have a world of ability, 

"We're still searching a little bit at free 
safety, and we don't know what will happen 
at strong safely.” 

That's because Rod Smith (6-2, 201), 
an all-conference selection at strong safely 
last season, sat out the spring to work on 
academic problems, along with strong safe- 
ty Lamar McGriggs. 

While Jones doesn't expect McGriggs to 
return, he's counting on Smith, a three-year 
starter, to return and anchor a defensive unit 
that could be the Big 8's biggest surprise. 

"| think our defense is the kicker in 
this whole scenario," Jones said. "It's no 
secret that we have not played good de- 
fense the last two years; we just outscored 
people. Now, if we start playing good de- 
tense again, you've got another whole thing 
to. contend with when you play us." 

Cary Blanchard (6-1, 195) returns to 
handle all the kicking duties after he hit an 
NCAA record 67 PATs last year and was 
good on 23 of 31 field-goal attempts to 
earn All-Big 8 and honorable mention All- 
American honors. 

“Blanchard is as good a kicker as there 
is in college football,” Jones said. 

After Tulsa, OSU must travel to Ohio 
State before opening the home schedule 
with games against Texas Tech and 
Wyoming. The Pokes then kick off Big 8 
play at bitter-rival Oklahoma, a team they 
appeared to have beat last season until a 
controversial call and a dropped pass in the 
end zone foiled their final drive. 

Beating Oklahoma used to be the 
biggest task each year for Jones, who has 
yet to beat the Sooners. But the Oklahoma 
game would appear to be far down the list 
of concerns for the Cowboys this season, 
considering all the off-season headlines 

But Jones insists he's not concerned 
that the NCAA probation or Sanders’ leav- 
ing will put the Cowboys in an emotional 
tailspin 

"We've put all those things behind us," 
Jones said. "And we still can compete for 
the Big 8 championship and the national 
championship. So lack of motivation is not 
going to be a problem for this crew."

WaLpen Finps No SAFETY In NUMBERS

pring football practice didn't 

provide many answers for 

lowa State coach Jim Walden. 

Walden’s best receiver 

was playing baseball. His 
best running back was in a California ju- 
nior college. His top two defenders were 
on the injured list. And one of his best 
defensive backs was in jail. 

“The thing that bothers me here at 
lowa State is I'm going into my third year 
of playing this season for this season," 
Walden said. "Coaches hate that. They're 
always thinking this season is for next 
season." 

The Cyclones can't look to the future, 
Walden said, because of low scholarship 
numbers. If lowa State doesn’t lose any 
players before the season, it will have 78 
on scholarship in the fall, 17 below the 
NCAA limit of 95. 

"This program will not be in the con- 
dition it needs to be until you hit the 
quota of 90 guys,” Walden said. “When 
you start getting into the high 80s and 
90s, you can feel the future. We're be- 
hind where we'd like to be. Trying to 
coach minimum numbers is the thing 
that's held this program back from a 
brighter future." 

Despite the low numbers, lowa State 
improved from 3-8 to 5-6 last season. 
This year the Cyclones hope to give 
Walden his first winning season as lowa 
State coach. 

Mike Busch is one of the reasons for 
lowa State's hopes, but the 65", 252 
pound senior tight end was one of the 
players missing from spring practice. 
Instead of slamming into unsuspecting 
linebackers, Busch was slamming a bat 


into baseballs thrown by Big 8 pitchers. 


The first baseman was among the Big 8's 
top hitters. 

As a junior, Busch caught 27 passes 
for 343 yards and a touchdown. He was a 
second team All-Big 8 selection. 

Backing up Busch this season will be 
junior Craig Mahoney and sophomore 
Gary Pedersen, a converted running 
back 


"All three of those guys are kids | be- 
lieve can play that position,” Walden 
said. "So that's why | think tight end is a 
strength.” 

One of lowa State's biggest losses 
from the 1988 team was running back 
Joe Henderson. Henderson gained 1,000 
yards in consecutive seasons, the first 
Cyclone to accomplish that feat since 
Dwayne Crutchfield in 1980-81. 

Walden has four returning running 
backs, but the likely replacement for 
Henderson is Blaise Bryant, a junior col- 
lege transfer from Golden West (Calif. 
College. Bryant, a 6-1, 200-pounder, led 
the nation's junior colleges in rushing 
last season. 

"| didn't think we would solve the 
problem of the fall during the spring in 
the running back area,” Walden said. 


“We'll wait until Bryant gets here, and 
those four freshmen we're waiting on, to 
see how they fit in.” 

The four returning running backs are 
seniors Paul Thibodeaux and Sylvester 
Nickerson, and sophomores Edwin 
Jones and Ron Wilkinson. All four have 
had bright moments, with Thibodeax 
going 67 yards on one run and 
Wilkinson gaining 63 on another last 
season. One of the four will likely fill the 
Tunning back spot opposite Bryant. 

“We only have four scholarship 
backs (going into fall practice)," Walden 
said. "That's not enough backs to solve 
the problem. It's going to be fall, game- 
time, even into the season before we set- 
tle into what we can use running back- 
wise." 

The four freshmen who could see 
playing time at running back are Dave 
Knight, Sundiata Patterson, Hussein 
Warmack and Sherman Williams. Knight, 
an Ames (lowa) High School graduate, 
was among the state's top track perform- 
ers, while Williams broke all of Gale 
Sayers’ sprinting records at Omaha 
Central High School. 

Two of Walden’s top defensive play- 
ers, middle linebacker Mike Shane and 
end Randy Bern, missed spring drills be- 
cause of knee injuries suffered late in the 
season. Both Shane and Bern are expect- 
ed to be ready for the season-opener 
Sept. 9 against Ohio University. 

Shane, a 6'2", 210 pound senior, was 
first team All-Big 8 in 1988 despite play- 
ing just eight games. He was third in the 
Big 8 in tackles and twice was named 
conference defensive player of the week. 

Bern, a 6'4", 250 pound senior, is 
lowa State's second-leading returning 
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IOWA ST. 


tackler behind Shane. He caused three 
fumbles in 1988 and recovered two. 

lowa State's defensive backfield, 
which Walden thought would be a 
strength, developed two unexpected 
holes going into the season. 

Adam Beck was to be one of the 
starters until he left schoo! during the 
spring semester to go home to Virginia. 
Beck was among the Cyclones’ leading 
tacklers in the defensive backfield during 
the 1988 season. 

The other hole was created by the 
loss of Levin White, a transfer from 
Southern California who was expected to 
start after sitting out a season. But on 
March 30, White and Iowa State basket- 
ball player Sam Mack were shot while al- 
legedly robbing a restaurant in Ames. 
White was expelled from school after 
being charged with robbery, kidnapping 
and terrorism. 

“with Adam Beck and Levin White 
being pulled out without graduating, it 
starts to knock holes in you," Walden 
said. "So, you start to have to use some 
kids you hadn't planned on using at this 
time. The guys who will be starting, you 
thought they would be great backups. 

"We were looking at what we thought 
was going to be an outstanding sec- 
ondary,” Walden said. “We thought Levin 
White would be a tremendous player." 

With Beck and White gone, the 
secondary will be led by senior free safe- 
ty Tim Baker and junior cornerback 
Marcus Robertson. Baker was fourth 
among Big 8 defensive backs in tackles 
for the 1988 season. Robertson, already 
a two-year starter, led the Cyclones with 
three interceptions. 

One key athlete Walden did 
have in the spring was quarterback Bret 
Oberg. The 6-1, 195-pound senior 
passed for 1,360 yards and six touch- 
downs last season. He completed 99 of 
179 passes (55 percent). 

"This is the first time since 
we've been here that we've had a quarter- 
back that at least played a season be- 
fore,” Walden said. "His emotional confi- 
dence is really good because he knows 
all our guys, he knows our system, he's 
enthusiastic and talented. | think the 
quarterbacking thing is really a 
strength.” 

Because of Oberg's experience, 
Walden said lowa State will be able to 


add to its already complicated offense. 

“All the stuff we're doing, he's 
done before," Walden said of Oberg. 

"It's hard putting all the pieces 
together," Walden said. "We've had great 
receivers, a real tough running back, but 
we've never had experience at quarter- 
back. Now, we've got a quarterback who 
can take us to another dimension, but we 
don't have the running back and the wide 
receivers. It's easier to go further, and do 
more, with a seasoned quarterback than 
it is the other way. You can't go beyond 
the limit of your quarterback, or you're in 
trouble." 

lowa State's top two wide re- 
ceivers last season, Dennis Ross and 
Eddie Brown, have completed their eligi- 
bility. Walden said this year's receivers 
are inexperienced, but talented. 

The flanker spot appears to be 
a contest between senior Tyrone 
Williams and junior Troy Moore. JC 
transfer Steve Lester, junior John 
Glotfelty and redshirt freshmen Matt 
Fauser and Harold Champion will battle 
for the wide receiver position. 

The offensive line, led by tack- 
les Keith Sims and Gene Williams, ap- 
pears to be a strength. Three of the five 
offensive line spots will be manned by 
returning starters. Rick Wells, a starter in 
1987, also returns at guard. 

The big hole in the offensive line is 
at center, and junior Chris Mussman and 
JC transfer George Tsiotsias will be bat- 
tling for the spot. 

Three of the four defensive line 
starters return. Besides Bern, the 
Cyclones welcome back end Mark Foley 
and tackle Don Edwards. Matt Rehberg 
and Matt Grubb are contending for the 
remaining tackle spot. 

Shane and Robert Lendino return at 
linebacker. One contender for a starting 
job is JC transfer Melvin Coleman, who 
was impressive during spring practice. 

lowa State's kicking will once again 
be handled by Jeff Shudak. The junior 
was first-team All-Big 8 as a freshman 
and second-team last season. Shudak hit 
12 of 17 field goals last season, includ- 
ing 10 of 11 inside 50 yards. The punter 
will again be Judge Johnston, who aver- 
aged 39.4 yards on 58 boots last season. 
Johnston uncorked an 80 yarder during a 
snowstorm against Nebraska. 

Two years ago at the lowa State 
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awards banquet, Walden told the audi- 
ence the Cyclones would be bow! con- 
tenders in 1989. That season is here, and 
Walden thinks lowa State has a chance. 

"| would like to maybe rescind that a 
little bit and say “OK, rather than a bow! 
game, let's move ahead to the winning 
season,’ " Walden said. "We need to fig- 
ure out some way to win one more game 
than we won a year ago. 

"For us to be a bowl team, or a winning 
team, we almost have to win three of our 
first five games,” Walden said. "Somehow, 
this football team has to get out of the 
shoot, we've got to get a break and we've 
got to keep injuries to a minimum. 

"This team's got to prove it's worth. 
The only way this team can prove it's 
better than the last team is to win one 
more game than it did. Our challenge 
this year is to win that sixth game. The 
problem is who's the first five (wins)?" 

With Oklahoma and Oklahoma State 
on probation, lowa State's hopes for a 
bowl bid are enhanced, Walden said. 

"I think a six-win season might get 
us in a minor bowl because there are two 
teams in our league that can't go," 
Walden said. "I was in the Pac 10 
Conference one year when we were the 
Pac 6." 

Besides the Big 8 teams, lowa State's 
schedule includes traditional rival lowa, 
Minnesota, Ohio and Tulane. 

“It's not an overpowering schedule,” 
Walden said. "It looks less menacing that 
it did two years ago because of the quali- 
ty | think we have. | don’t think we're 
overscheduled for the talent we have. 

“Certainly, | think Minnesota and 
lowa should be better teams than we are. 
But, we've got to come out and say we've 
got a chance to play these teams, play 
hard against them and who knows what 
will happen. I'm glad they're not a 
Miami, and a Penn State and a Texas or 
somebody.” 

The game with Minnesota will be the 
first between the two teams since 1924. 
lowa State player Jack Trice died follow- 
ing injuries he received in the 1923 
game with Minnesota. In 1983, lowa 
State named the field at Cyclone Stadium 
after Trice, the first black athlete in 
schoo! history.

Smoke from Cabelas or the Smoke-N-Grill 
from Brinkman. You stoke the thing up with 
charcoal and dampened hickory or mesquite 
chips, fill the water pan, and lay the meat on 
top before sealing it up. You don't have to pay 
any attention to this cooker, which is just the 
sort of thing you want at a tailgating event. The 
Meat just keeps on getting better as it cooks. 
Start early - most meals don't get right for at 
least three hours, 

The problem with a charcoal cooker, 
though, is that when you're done cooking, you 
still have a bunch of hat coals to deal with - 
they won't go until long after you do. So 
you've got to bring along water to quench 
them, and a couple of big garbage bags to hold 
the wet, smelly mess until you can get it to the 
garbage barrel, 

Agas grille avoids the problem, though 
some afianados say it doesn't give quite the 
same taste. You be the judge. (Use your 
Tailette judging cards.) You can get a gas-fired 
grille, which takes the little disposable propane 
tanks, for about 90 bucks from Bass Pro Shops 
in Springfield, Mo, where they don't have a 
football team to speak of (but then, neither 
does Tampa) but do have a killer outdoors 


shop for tailgating gear. The mail-order phone 
is (800) 227-7776. 

Or for the ultimate Yuppie style, bring 
along one of those quite little electrical genera- 
tors from Yamaha or Honda, crank’er up, and 
plug in the cord to your electric smoker grill. 
All the comforts of home, now Bro, and none of 
the mess! (You can plug in fans and televi- 
sions and VCRs and other stuff, too.) 

Ifyou prefer to do it the easy way and pre- 
cook at home (go ahead, wimp out) you can 
bring your chicken and ribs and all the other 
hot stuff to the party in one of the miniature di- 
fect-current refrigerator/heaters like the 
Koolatron, available at camping supply stores 
for about $125. The interior is big enough to 
hold about six six-packs, to give you an idea, 
and it runs off the car battery at a rate of just 
2.5 amps, which means there's little danger of 
drawing down the old Delco too far to start your 
car if you remember to shut it off after you eat 
and before you go into the stadium. (OK, 
maybe you need a Designated Shutter-Offer, 
too.) 

Other stuff you'll want includes some sort 
ofa folding table - trust me, this makes life 
much, much easier than trying to actually have 
a tailgate party on a tailgate. Add the above- 
Mentioned folding chairs or chaise lounges, 
each with one of the little drink holders boaters

use to keep their beverages handy and upright. 
(Never know when you'll hit rough seas in the 
parking lot.) You also need a battery-powered 
television so you can watch the pre-game show 
and keep up with other action around the 
league, and maybe your cellular phone, in case 
the urge to participate in some sort of game of 
chance strikes as kickoff time nears. (OK, only 
if you live in Nevada.) 

When all is said and done, don't forget 
that you have to allow about 30 extra minutes 
for clean-up. All the junk goes in the trash bar- 
tel, not on the pavement, and all your tailgate 
stuff had best be stowed in a locked trunk or at 
least under a tarp or blanket. The stadium 
scavengers come on duty exactly at kickoff 
time, and will be glad to relieve you of anything 
that's not secured. 

Finally, don't forget, all joking aside, that 
your body assimilates alcohol at about an 
ounce an hour. That's not fast enough to make 
you either safe or legal as a driver during the 
course of a three-hours-and-change-football 
game, even if you don't have anything to drink 
after the kickoff. The Designated Teetotaler is 
an essential part of every tailgate party these 
days. Think of yourself as John Madden, sitting 
back there, enjoying the scenery from your Vista 
Cruiser while you leave the driving up to Gus - 
or the Italian Stallion, as the case may be.)

coach Buddy Ryan expressed open disgust. 
Players picketed. But, for the first time in a long 
time, Gregg found something that he had 
missed as a coach. 

He stopped bellowing and started teaching. 

"| just had the experience of coaching 
young people who really wanted to play," Gregg 
said during the strike. 

The feeling didn’t go away. SMU alumni 
sought him out. He liked the idea more every 
day. He thought of Pardee at Houston. ". . . be- 
fore it’s too late." 

Said Dr. Eugene Brusky, the Packer's team 
physician: "So many of the work habits of some 
of the college athletes who came out were poor. 
They wouldn't want to practice. Or they wouldn't 
want to play with minor hurts. | think that was 
his biggest disappointment as a pro coach." 

But, as a college coach, he figured he could 
teach. Perhaps he could instill some of that loy- 
alty that made him come back for Lombardi. 
And he had a chance to heal SMU's open 
wound. His alma mater had become a national 
embarrassment; Gregg was instant credibility. 

Doug Single, SMU's athletic director, said 
he has never been around a coach who was af- 
forded more respect in recruiting. The 
Mustangs had, by most accounts, a remarkable 
fecruiting season considering their limitations. 
They had only five full-time assistants because 
of NCAA penalties and must now recruit under 
SMU's severe academic requirements which 
permit no special admissions. 

The few SMU players who were left from 
Bobby Collins’ team weren't sure what to expect 
when the 6-4 Gregg showed up. Mitch Glieber, 
a wide receiver and son of a sportscaster, knew 
the reputation.

twas bound to happen. Everyone 

knew the marriage of Lou Holtz and 

Notre Dame would be tremendously 

successful. 

Now, after Holtz turned the tum- 

bling Notre Dame football program into a 
national champion in just three seasons, 
there is talk of a dynasty in the making. 

Naturally, Holtz, who is big on short- 
selling his football teams, chuckled at such 
a notion. 

“A dynasty? No, | don't think so,” said 
Holtz. "A dynasty is something you look 
back on and say, ‘That was a dynasty.’ Like 
what John Wooden did at UCLA in basket- 
ball. 

"There can be no dynasties with the lim- 
ited number of scholarships and the difficul- 
ty of our schedule. We aren't going to try to 
build a dynasty. All we want to do is build as 
good of a football team as we can. " 

With 16 starters back from last year's 
12-0 national champions, that football team 
should be a great one. Offensively, the Irish 
return five players who rushed for 100 yards 
or more and three of their top four receivers. 
And few defenses will be any better, with the 
Irish returning their front three, a pair of All- 
American linebackers and a crack sec- 
ondary. 

Still, the Irish could conceivably be bet- 
ter than last year and finish with an inferior 
fecord. All it takes is a one or two-point slip 
toa team like Miami or Michigan. Just ask 
Miami, a one-point loser to the Irish last 
year, and Michigan, a two-point loser. 

“People ask me about defending the 
championship and | don't know what to 
say," said Holtz, voted coach of the year by 
United Press International and the Football 
Writers Association of America. "How do | 
know? I've never been in this position. 
People a lot smarter than me haven't been 
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able to do it." 

In his first meeting with the team last 
January following its Fiesta Bowl victory, he 
told the players the obvious. 

“| told them last year's team won the na- 
tional championship. This year's team has 
done nothing.

“We want to be better than last year, but 
| can't say we'll accomplish what we did last 
year. Let's face it. We were lucky in a lot of 
respects last year and we can't count on that 
again." 

Especially when they'll play seven 
games on the road, including the Kickoff 
Classic game Aug. 31 against Virginia in 
Giants Stadium, at Michigan on Sept. 16 
and at Miami on Nov. 25. Then there are the 
usual heated rivalries with Southern Cal, 
Pittsburgh and Penn State. 

And what about the intangibles such as 
team chemistry, leadership and commit- 
Ment, asks Holtz? He isn't certain this team 
has all the right ingredients for success. 

“Now, | know you're thinking, ‘Here he 
goes again, downgrading his team,’ " said 
Holtz. "But doggone it, | feel that way. I'm 
scared to death. 


"We're like in a horse race. We just 
broke the gate. Yes, we have a good jockey, 
the same jockey, in quarterback Tony Rice. 
We have a good track record. We know 
we've got a pretty good horse. 

“But there are so many pitfalls. So much 
can happen.” 

Holtz’ primary concern is depth, particu- 
larly at wide receiver, linebacker and quarter- 
back. But the starters at those positions are 
among the best in the nation. 

First, there's quarterback Tony Rice. The 
senior from Woodruff, S.C., didn't receive 
much notice this time last year as observers 
questioned his ability to be successful be- 
cause of his mediocre passing. But after far- 
ing well in head-to-head meetings with 
Miami's Steve Walsh, Southern Cal's 
Rodney Peete and West Virginia's Major 
Harris, who all were Heisman Trophy final- 
ists, Rice silenced his critics. 

"| wasn't trying to prove anything in 
those games,” said Rice of his prime-time 
performances. "| don’t need to. | just play 
my game.” 

Rice ended the season in spectacular 
fashion with a career-high 213 yards pass- 
ing and a game-high 75 yards rushing 
against West Virginia in the Fiesta Bowl. For 
the season, he completed 70 of 138 passes 
for 1,176 yards and eight touchdowns, and 
tushed 121 times for 700 yards and nine 
TDs. 

He'll have to do even better than that 
this time, according to his coach. 

“This year he must be a leader,” said 
Holtz. 

Holtz may have to tap into his freshmen 
Class for depth at quarterback, where senior 
Pete Graham and junior Kent Graham are 
listed behind Rice. 

Rice will be working behind a line that 
includes four returning starters - 279- 


pound senior Tim Grunhard and junior Tim 
Ryan at guard, junior Mike Heldt at center and 
283-pound senior Dean Brown at one tackle. 
Mike Brennan moved up last spring to take 
over the other tackle position left by consen- 
Sus first-team All-American Andy Heck. 

Sophomore Raghib "Rocket" Ismail and 
senior Pat Eilers swapped positions last 
spring and the change worked well. Ismail 
will be able to use even more of his blazing 
speed (4.28 in the 40) at flanker, while Eilers 
moves to spilt end 

| think Rocke'll be fine there," said Holtz 
“And | think Eilers will be all right at split end, 
although we lack some speed there.” 

Eilers caught a half-dozen passes for 70 
yards last year, while Ismail broke into the 
starting lineup to catch 12 passes for 331 
yards and two touchdowns. Ismail also led the 
nation in kickoff returns with his 36.1 average. 

Ricky Watters, who ranked fourth in the 
nation in punt returns, has moved from 
flanker to tailback to replace veteran Mark 
Green. Holtz believes Watters had a great 
spring 

“That change has worked out very posi- 
tive," said Holtz. ‘I think our running back sit- 
uation will be solid 

If Tony Brooks makes his grades and re- 
turns to camp this fall, he'll share the tailback 
slot with Watters. Brooks, who was suspend- 
ed from spring practice, rushed 117 times for 
667 yards and two touchdowns last season. 
Detroit sophomore Rodney Culver will proba- 
bly play at both tailback and fullback. 

Seniors Anthony Johnson of South Bend 
and Braxton Banks of Hayward, Ca, shared 
the fullbacking responsibilities last season 
with Culver. All three of them were slowed by 
injuries. Banks missed spring practice while 
recovering from knee surgery. 

Last year, Johnson rushed 69 times for 
282 yards and seven TDs, Banks 31 times for 
129 yards and a touchdown and Culver 30 
times for 190 yards and three touchdowns. 

The tight end position will be shared by a 
pair of solid performers in sophomore Derek 
Brown, who caught 12 passes for 150 yards 
and three touchdowns last year, and Frank 
Jacobs, whose only catch came in last year's 
Fiesta Bowl for a touchdown 

Defensively, the Irish are only question- 
able at the end spots, where they lost consen- 
sus All-American Frank Stams and Flash 
Gordon. But Holtz said junior Scott

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Kowalkowski has stepped up at the rushing 
end position, as has soph Arnold Ale on the 
other side. 

The defensive front returns intact with 


Stonebreaker last year when he missed 12 
days of spring practice with a torn ankle lig- 
ament.

At the linebacker 
positions, Ned Bolcar, a 
second-team All- 
American two years ago, 
will join the man who 
was good enough to bump him from the 
starting lineup last fall, Mike Stonebreaker. 

Stonebreaker, a senior, went on to finish 
third in the Butkus Award voting for the na- 
tion's top linebacker after making 105 tack- 
les.

The way things are 
today there's no security in athletics besides 
winning, so your won-lost record becomes a 
bet to save your life. 

"Obviously | don't think any of these 
things are going to work. I've tried them still 
do at times but Jesus said none of them cut 
it. They're not bad in themselves but if 
they're what you're gambling your life on, 
they're not going to work 

“The other half of the statement Jesus 
made was ‘If any man would lose his life for 
my sake he will find it.’

completing 88 of 155 passes for 1,563 
yards and 19 TD's. Wide receivers Matt 
Frier and Eric Turral are game-breakers. 
Frier owns Florida state records for sea- 
son reception (99), career receptions 
(22), career yardage receiving (3,690) 
and career TD's (41). Now remember this 
is the state that gave us Anthony Carter! 
Eric Turral is another phenomenon; he's 
not only a great receiver but also re- 
turned eight punts/kickoffs for TD's. The 
funning game will be improved with the 
addition of tailback Clyde Allen and full- 
back Dominique Ross. Allen rushed for 
3,659 career yards and 38 touchdowns 
while Ross averaged 8.3 yards-per-carry. 
Bowden also has to like cornerback 
Terrell Buckley and strong safety John 


Davis. Both could start as freshmen. 
While the Noles loaded up on linemen in 
1988, they also added at least two poten- 
tial A-A’s in linebacker Sterling Palmer 
(6-6, 250) and offensive tackle Steve 
Allen (6-6, 275). With this class the folks 
in Tallahassee are likely to cast a giant 
shadow over in-state rivals Miami and 
Florida. 

While you might not drool as much 
over the recruits at Clemson, Texas, and 
Ohio State, they definitely will draw rave 
reviews. Clemson will continue to terror- 
ize the rest of the ACC. Defensive backs 
Eric Jeter and Robert O'Neil were ranked 
as the 5th and 8th finest players, respec- 
tively, in Georgia. Oklahoman James 
Trapp is world-class in football (193 
tackles his senior year) and track (state 
champion in the 200 and 400 meters). 
Fullback Rudy Harris was the scourge of 
the East, rushing for 1,831 yards and 27 


TD's his senior year. Harris led nationally 
known Brockton High to three 
Massachusetts state titles. He finished 
his career with 4,194 yards and 67 
touchdowns. 

If there is a surprise about Danny 
Ford's newest recruits, it's that they come 
from everywhere. Defensive end Arthur 
Bussie hails from Camden, NJ, where he 
recorded 126 senior year tackles and 16 
quarterback sacks. Offensive tackle Pierre 
Wilson (6-5, 270) was the finest line 
prospect in Mississippi, while tailback 
Rodney Blount, from Pensacola, FL, 
amassed 1,682 yards and 20 TD's for 
USA Today's No. 1 ranked high school 
team, Pine Forest. 

While the Longhorns 4-7 season 
played like a Stephen King novel, coach 
David McWilliams virtually insured that it 
won't happen again. The biggest catch is 
Arlington DE David Condon (6-4, 240), 


who has an affinity for making a bad 
thing worse for his opponents. Defensive 
tackle Todd Yeaman (6-4, 265) recorded 
95 tackles and thirteen QB sacks as a se- 
nior. He's so good that if the kid could 
cook, McWilliams would probably marry 
him. The Longhorns clear'y placed an 
emphasis on the defense. Linebackers 
Chris Rapp and Bubba Smith recorded 
over 200 tackles last season, while cor- 
nerback Grady Cavness could start as a 
freshman after recording 103 tackles and 
intercepting four passes. 

Perhaps the biggest surprise this 
season was the return to prominence of 
Ohio State. Now that John Cooper is in 
total control in Columbus, schools like 
Michigan, Notre Dame, and Penn State 
will find recruiting Buckeyeland little 
more than a trivial pursuit. Michigan got 
a first hand look at Cooper's magic when 
they lost Cleveland St. Joseph star cen- 


ter, Rod Smith (6-4, 285),to the Bucks 
Penn State was hurt badly when nose 
tackle Alonzo Spellman (6-6, 265) head- 
ed for Columbus rather than State 
College. The two youngsters most likely 
to start this fall are linebackers Don 
Davis and Tyrone Morrison. Davis, who 
is 6-4 and 230 pounds, set a single sea- 
son Ohio record with 185 tackles 
Morrison, who hails from San Diego, 
Netted 110 tackles and 24 sacks his se- 
nior year.Overall, there were few surpris- 
es in recruiting this year. On the plus 
side, teams like Virginia, California, 
Colorado, and North Carolina did better 
than their historic record. On the other 
hand, Penn State, Oklahoma State, and 
Florida fell short of expectations.

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other star quarterbacks, Todd Ellis of 
South Carolina and Tom Hodson of LSU, 
having regressed from their impressive 
Collegiate beginnings, the most interest- 
ing college quarterback of the 1989 sea- 
son - at least in the perspective of some 
scouts - may be John Friesz of Idaho. 

"| saw him as a sophomore and he 
caught my attention immediately,’ says a 
scout for an NFC team that won the Super 
Bowl a few years ago. "He has size, mo- 
bility and a strong arm. Idaho's competi- 
tion is a question." 

Dick Steinberg, the astute chief of 
New England's scouting department, says 
Friesz is high on the Patriots’ preliminary 
list, "but we haven't seen enough of him 
yet. We'll watch him carefully throughout 
the year and we'll try to forecast what he 
might do against stronger teams than 
those Idaho plays." 

The pros will keep an even keener 
watch on Ellis and Hodson. 

Ellis is seen as a major talent who 
needs stabilization badly. He will be play- 
ing under his third offensive coordinator 
in four seasons at South Carolina since 
Sparky Woods was hired as head coach to 
replace Joe Morrison, who collapsed and 
died after a racquetball game last winter. 

After his junior season the word on 
Ellis was that he was somewhat spoiled, 
hard to coach. If he can find discipline as 
a senior, he could push himself into the 
first round of the draft and a lot more 
Money than he stands to make now. 

Midway through last season, 
Hodson sounded as if he planned to come 
into the draft this year. After his play de- 
clined markedly late in the season, he 
changed his mind and said he definitely 
would return to Baton Rouge for another 
season 

It was a wise decision. After he fiz- 
zled against Syracuse in the All-American 
Bowl, Hodson was looked upon by the 
pros as a probable career backup. If he 
can return to the form of his first two col- 
lege seasons, he could change some NFL 
minds, 

Because of the trend set by Bernie 
Kosar, Brian Bosworth, Craig Heyward 
and a few other notable players - leaving 
college with eligibility remaining either 
because their original classes graduate or 
they themselves graduate ahead of sched- 


ule - the scouts now have to assess un- 
derclassmen who fall into these cate- 
gories. Reggie Cob, the Tennessee tail- 
back, and Syracuse wide receiver Rob 
Moore are among such cases this year. 

But this season there is a twist on 
that scenario. 

Three notable ball carriers, who 
would have been in the last draft except 
for injuries they suffered a year ago, are 
among the top five running back 
prospects. 

If he regains the form he showed in 
1987, Blair Thomas of Penn State is likely 
to be the first back chosen. The pros com- 
pare him to another great Nittany Lion 
back, Curt Warner, who became an all-pro. 
with Seattle 

Until he broke a bone in his foot last 
September, Alabama's Bobby Humphrey 
was ranked no worse than second among 
the class of 1988 seniors. Assuming his 
foot is fully healed, Humphrey should re- 
gain blue-chip status as a pro prospect. 

The third returnee, James Rouse of 
Arkansas, is not in the same talent cat- 
egory as Thomas and Humphrey, but the 
quick 225-pounder is looked upon as an 
ideal situation ball carrier in the “red 
zone," that area from the 20-yard line to 
the goal line. 

Minnesota backslid last year, but the 
pros still admire Darrell Thompson, whom 
they consider the strong, dominating sort 
of ball carrier who could end up in Pro 
Bowls. The "other Big Ten Thompson," 
Anthony of Indiana, does not have 
Darrell's size nor his speed, but the 
scouts consider him a durable producer 
whose strong legs can do some things in 
the manner of O.J. Simpson. 

There are two interesting backs on 
the West Coast, Steve Broussard of 
Washington State and Johnny Johnson of 
San Jose State. 

Broussard is short, just 5 foot 7, yet 
some scouts think he might be a Joe 
Morris type, but shiftier than the New York 
Giant star. With Rosenbach in the pros 
and coach Dennis Erickson gone to the 
University of Miami, the Cougars are like- 
ly to feature a more conservative, run-ori- 
ented offense. If Broussard thrives under 
those conditions, he could rise in the esti- 
mation of the pros. 

Johnson could soar on the charts by 
the time the season ends. 

“He does a lot of things very well, 
including block,” says Norm Pollom, the 


West Coast scout for the Buffalo Bills. 
“He's big enough to be a fullback," 
One NFC scout points to another 


asset the pros value highly: " He plays 
hurt.” 

When insurrection decimated the 
San Jose State basketball roster last sea- 
son, Johnson volunteered for the squad at 
mid-season and averaged in double fig- 
ures, adding to his reputation as a versa- 
tile athlete. 

Many pro teams are looking for 
classic fullback types who can block and 
also are dependable "pile-movers" in 
short-yardage situations. Notre Dame has 
the most promising pair of fullbacks in. 
Anthony Johnson and Braxton Banks, al- 
though Banks’ marks for deportment suf- 
fered when Lou Holtz suspended him on 
the eve of the Fiesta Bowl 

After two straight senior classes of 
quality wide receivers, that category looks 
far thinner in 1989. 

The best receiver may be Greg 
McMurtry of Michigan, although the 
scouts may have to wait until the post- 
season all-star games to properly assess 
him since the Wolverines do not have a 
passer of first-rank. Clarkston Hines of 
Duke and Ronald Lewis of Florida State 
are other high-interest receivers, although 
Moore could pass all of them if he de- 
cides not to skip his last year of eligibility 
at Syracuse. 

The early reviews on tight end 
Charles Arbuckle of UCLA are mixed. 
Many of the pros think his blocking defi- 
ciencies will make him strictly an "H" 
back in the NFL. The best pure tight end 
could be big Cedrick Davis of Nevada-Las 
Vegas. 

The mystery position is offensive 
line. Two centers, Frank Cornish of UCLA 
and Jake Young of Nebraska, received 
some preseason interest. One of the 
closely watched linemen will be Mike 
Pfeifer of Kentucky, who is recovering 
from a serious knee injury. 

Another Kentuckian, defensive line- 
man Oliver Barnett, could go high in the 
draft if, as one scout puts it "he decides to 
play every down instead of every third or 
fourth down." At least one AFC scout 
thinks Barnett has some of the pass-rush 
qualities of the Bills’ Bruce Smith, 

Washington's 300-pounder, Dennis 
Brown, could be a dominating tackle ina 
4-3 defense. Lester Archambeau of 
Stanford is a proven big-play man. Tim

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Ryan of USC and Rob Burnett of 
Syracuse lack size, but the scouts think 
their quickness could make them suc- 
cessful pass rushers. 

Pitt's Tony Siragusa would have 
been a sure high draftee if he hadn't 
suffered a serious knee injury. Most 
scouts liked him better than his balley- 
hooed '88 teammate Burt Grossman. 
Purdue's Bill Hitchcock is another who 
got high marks before his knee injury. 

One of the richest areas in the 
next draft should be linebacking. 
Bernard Clark of Miami, who was the 
best defensive player on the field as a 
sophomore when the Hurricanes won 
the 1987 National championship in the 
Orange Bowl game, did nothing since 
to dim the pros' admiration. He could 
be a dominating inside backer. 

Two of the best linebackers are in 
the Southwest Conference, James 
Francis at Baylor and Aaron Wallace at 
Texas A&M. Francis isn't Mike 
Singletary, another Baylor product, but 
he is especially active and a hard hitter. 
Wallace is a classic A&M linebacker, 
able to take deep pass drops and also 
line up and play tough against the run. 

Terry Wooden of Syracuse should 
be an effective pass-rushing outside 
backer in the pros. Two small-college 
stars, Glenell Sanders of Louisiana 
Tech and Darion Conner of Jackson 
State, will be put under the NFL micro- 
scope. 

The mystery linebacker is Percy 
Snow of Michigan State. Snow makes a 
large number of tackles and is very ac- 
tive, but he plays in a system like the 
one Spartan coach George Perles used 
with the Pittsburgh Steelers. In it, the 
linebacker is expected to make a lot of 
tackles because he is protected by the 
defensive line. 

Southern California and Baylor 
are must-visits for any pro scout on the 
lookout for defensive backs. Cleveland 
Colter and Mark Carrier of the Trojans 
are both class, although Carrier may 
have to be a safety in the pros. Baylor 
has two blue chippers in Robert 
Blackmon and Mike Welch, although 
Welch is coming back from a knee in- 
jury.

A Smooruer Roap FoR JAYHAWKS

Ithough it was buried beneath 
the rubble of a 1-10 season, 
Glen Mason thinks he con- 
structed a solid foundation in 
his first year as Kansas’ coach. 

In the process, though, he paid a high 
price for that groundwork - which was 
based on an old-fashioned, hard-nosed 
work ethic: by spending much of the sea- 
son embroiled in turmoil. 

Some disgruntled players considered 
Mason a rigid taskmaster, others consid- 
ered him a martinet. By the time fall prac- 
tice opened, 18 players had left an already 
thin squad for a variety of reasons. 

But the worst was yet to come. 

‘Two games into the season, three more 
players quit, charging Mason with being 
too tough. Reports surfaced that he struck 
players in practice, and the embattled first- 
year coach admitted thumping one on the 
helmet during a passing drill. 

His reputation, Mason lamented, had 
been besmirched from coast to coast. Still, 
he held his head high and insisted that he 
was doing things the right way, the best 
way, the ONLY way at a school that has pro- 
duced just one winning season in the past 
12 years. 

“Number one, it's built on hard work,” 
Mason said of his no-nonsense philoso- 
phy. “I'm a college football coach, but I'm 
kind of old fashioned. | believe in the emo- 
tion of the game, getting fired up and play- 
ing together. 

“| still believe the best TEAM can win, 
Not just the best group of athletes. With our 
youth and depth problems, that's the atti- 
tude we have to take.” 

Entering year two of the Mason era, the 
Jayhawks still are young (22 of the 40 re- 
turning lettermen were freshmen last year) 
and thin (only 72 players, including 23 in- 
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coming freshmen, will be on scholarship). 

To compound those woes, KU unex- 
Pectedly lost both starting inside lineback- 
ers. Junior Curtis Moore, who led the Big 8 
in tackles last season, suffered a knee in- 
jury in the third spring workout and won't 
play in 1989. Junior Tony Barker, fourth on 
the team in tackles last year, left the team in 
the off-season. 


“Our biggest problem is depth. We 
don't have any,” Mason noted. "We can put 
about one-and-a-half teams on the field 
We're not two deep everywhere.” 

That numbers crunch proved fatal last 
season when the Jayhawks simply wore 
down in the second half of every game. 
Consider, for instance, that they were ahead 
or within one touchdown at halftime in 
seven games and managed to win only 
once when they snapped a 15-game win- 
less streak by defeating Kansas State 30- 
12. Overall, they were outscored 258-45 in 
the second half. 

To overcome that lack of depth, the 
Jayhawks desperately need to avoid in- 
juries. And, again, they'll have to count 
heavily on freshmen to provide relief for the 
starters. 

"| think we'll be in the same situation 


we were a year ago,” Mason said. “I'd like 
to be like a lot of people and redshirt the 
entire freshmen class. But we're in a posi- 
tion that if they're good enough to play, 
we're going to play them." 

On the plus side, the Jayhawks appar- 
ently have put last year's off-the-field prob- 
lems behind them, and Mason was pleased 
with the players’ work habits during spring 
practice. Simply put, they were much more 
prepared to give their absolute best every 
day - no ifs, ands, or buts about it. 

"When coach came in last year, he put 
his feet on the ground and let you know 
what was wanted,” said senior quarterback 
Kelly Donohoe. “Things were a lot harder 
because he had guys who weren't willing to 
do what he wanted. 

“We had a lot of players in the past who 
were just hanging around, and we got rid of 
them. He's more lax this year because we 
have guys who really want to play and are 
willing to work hard.” 

For his part, the fiery Mason bristles a 
bit when folks suggest that he's mellowed. 
He claims he's still the same coach, noting 
that the improvement of the players has al- 
lowed him to lower his voice by a few deci- 
bels. 

"\'ve had guys come up to me and say, 
"Gee, coach, you're in a lot better mood 
than you were last year,’ " Mason said. 
“And | am because we've worked hard all 
spring. 

“I set the tempo by the best player, not 
by the average guy or the below-than-aver- 
age one. | think we're going to be better be- 
cause we have guys who have come up 
from that second echelon to reach the high- 
er level.” 

Forced to bite the bullet and play 
youngsters in his first season, Mason now 
hopes to reap the benefits of that experi-

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ence. Nine offensive players, eight defen- 
sive players and both kicking specialists 
who started the season finale last year 
against Missouri are back. 

Mason still faces a monumental chal- 
lenge, particularly on defense. That injury- 
ravaged unit last year surrendered an NCAA 
record 536 yards per game and allowed a 
whopping 45.6 points per contest. With the 
losses of Moore and Barker and the depar- 
ture of graduated second-team all-Big 8 
cornerback Peda Samuel, marked improve- 
Ment won't come easy. 

That task became even tougher when 
starting defensive tackle David Gordon 
(ankle), backup defensive tackle Phil 
Hopper (knee), backup noseguard Scott 
McCabe (knee) and backup linebacker Tom 
Barrett (appendicitis) were held out of 
spring practice. 

“We still have some problems on de- 
fense because of injuries," Mason said, 
“and we had depth problems there already. 
It's been tough because we've lost more 
players on defense than we have on of- 
fense,” 

The strength of the defense should be 
an all-sophomore secondary ... if it stays 
healthy. Strong safety Deral Boykin was 
named the Big 8's defensive newcomer of 
the year after logging 87 tackles and two 
pass interceptions, and free safety Jason 
Priest returns after starting seven games a 
year ago. 

After losing his top three cornerbacks, 
Mason moved hard-hitting Doug Terry to 
that spot in the spring. Terry, who started 
‘seven games at free safety last year before 
suffering a season-ending neck injury, has 
made the transition well. He'll be joined by 
Tim Hill, a former quarterback. 

"| think we'll be twice as good as we 
were last year,” Terry said of the secondary. 
"We're all faster and stronger, and we've all 
played together for one season." 

The Jayhawks also are experienced at 
outside linebacker. Sophomores Lance 
Flachsbarth and Paul Friday were solid 
starters early before going down with knee 
injuries. Their replacements, senior Dan 
Newbrough and sophomore Jason Tyrer, 
played well enough this spring to retain 
their starting spots. 

But the rest of the defense is a big 
question mark. 

The loss of Moore and Barker leaves a

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huge hole in the middle. Sophomores 
Mongo Allen and Paul Zatfaroni, who com- 
bined for only 52 tackles last year, will have 
to fill the void. 

"It's tough," Mason said. "We were thin 
at linebacker already, and when you lose an 
experienced player like Curtis, it really 
hurts. We just have to hope someone else 
steps in. 

Mason hoped sophomore Roger 
Robben, last year's starting fullback, might 
provide the answer. But after being moved 
to defense in the off-season, Robben suf- 
fered a minor knee injury and missed most 
of spring practice. 

The good news on the defensive line is 
that all three starters return - tackles 
Gordon and Mark Koncz and noseguard 
Matt Nolen. The bad news is that the line 
was the weakest link on a weak unit, 

Although he expects improvement from 
that trio, Mason made an effort to bolster 
the line by recruiting three players who 
should help immediately. Noseguard Gary 
Oatis and tackle Mike Hall, a pair of 
Coffeyville Community College transfers, 
played well in the spring and will challenge 
for starting spots. 

But the player to keep an eye on is 6- 
foot-4, 295-pound Gilbert Brown, a fresh- 
man from Detroit who was the brightest 
gem in Mason's second recruiting class. 
Brown, who chose KU over Michigan and 
Michigan State, is a versatile athlete who 
threw the shot put and ran the 100 and 200 
during the high school track season. 

Offensively, Mason should have fewer 
headaches with a veteran unit that averaged 
17.1 points per game last year. Donohoe 
returns at quarterback after taking virtually 
every snap last season, the tailback posi- 
tion is the deepest on the squad and all but 
one starter is back on the offense line. 

But... 

Despite the experience and the appar- 
ent talent, the starting offense scored only 
14 points and committed four turnovers in 
the spring game against the second and 
third-team defense. 

"| don't like that at all," Mason said. 
“I've always said we're the type of team that 
can't afford to shoot itself in the foot." 

Mason expects better things from 
Donohoe, who completed 50.8 percent of 
his passes for 1,844 yards in his first sea- 
son directing KU's multiple offense. He 
threw for nine touchdowns but was inter- 
cepted 13 times. 

“Last year, Kelly had a couple of prob- 


lems because he was running a new offense 
for a new coaching staff with a very inexpe- 
rienced supporting cast," Mason said. 
“Now he's a year older, familiar with the 
system and his decision making has really 
improved." 

Donohoe may get a little more support 
from his running game, too. Sophomore 
tailback Tony Sands led the team in rushing 
last year with 480 yards and a 4.7 average, 
and junior Frank Hatchet gained 417 yards 
and averaged an eye-opening 7.1 per carry. 
Then there's sophomore Maurice Douglas, 
who was named the offensive MVP in the 
spring game after gaining 89 yards on 20 
carries. 

“It's almost a minute-to-minute thing 
there,” Mason said of the battle for a starting 
Job. “If they lay the ball on the ground, there's 
going to be a change. It's that close." 

Junior Maurice Hooks replaced Robben 
at fullback, But another true freshman, 255- 
pound Kyle Moore, will get a long look in 
the fall. 

On the line, tackles Chris Perez and Bill 
Hundelt, guards Smith Holland and Russ 
Bowen (who split time on the left side last 
year) and center Chip Budde return to form 
a unit that Mason calls the most improved 
on the team. 

“If you compare them to where they 
were one spring ago, there is no compari- 
son,” Mason said. "We saw some improve- 
Ment over the course of last season."

The kicking game is in the capable 
hands of punter B.J. Lohsen (41.0 average 
last year) and place kicker Brad Fleeman (7 
of 9 field goals, including two of more than 
50 yards). 

Overall, Mason expects things to go 
much more smoothly in his second season 
- on the field and off it. 

“| knew it would be a bumpy road,” he 
said. “We're in a marathon, nota sprint, 
and I'm pleased where we are. The road 
seems a lot less rough right now. 

“| measure everything on improvement, 
and | think we're going in the right direction. | 
think we're better in almost every area." 

He won't, however, make any brash 
predictions about immediate success 

“When you're 1-10, you don't think 
about wins and losses,” Mason said with a 
laugh. “If you do, you'll go crazy. 

“Maybe I'm too narrow-sighted, but | 
can't look beyond Montana State (the open- 
ing foe on Sept. 2) right now. I'm taking it 
one day at a time."

owa West it isn’t. At least not yet. 
But the way new Kansas State 
Coach Bill Snyder sees it, the Wildcat 
program, long one of college foot- 
ball's doormats, could do much, 
much worse than imitate the University of 
lowa. 

Why lowa? Because that's where K-State 
found Snyder last winter when it conducted 
its most recent search for a football coach. 

And because Snyder sees uncanny sim- 
ilarities between the K-State program and 
the Hawkeye program Coach Hayden Fry 
and a staff that included Snyder inherited 10 
years ago at lowa City. 

"The irony is amazing,” said the 47- 
year-old Snyder, who was lowa's offensive 
coordinator. “The situation at Kansas State 
closely parallels what it was like at lowa. I've 
met the same kind of people (at K-State) that 
‘we met when we went to lowa. They're 
tremendously caring and very concerned ... 
the time seems right at Kansas State.” 

Perhaps, but that's what every Wildcat 
coach has said, and there have been a 
bunch of them - Snyder is the 33rd in 93 
years. 

Granted, much of that turnover occurred 
in the school’s early years, but the Wildcats 
haven't done much in recent times to 
change their hapless reputation or halt the 
revolving door leading to the coach's office. 

Snyder takes over a program that has 
enjoyed only two winning seasons in the 
last 34 years; a program that went 0-11 last 
year, the ninth winless season in school his- 
tory; and a program that hasn't won a game 
since 1986, a 27-game winless streak that 
ultimately brought down Snyder's 
predecessor, Stan Parrish. 

If the time is right, as Snyder believes, 
it's right because there's nowhere for the 
program to go but up ... not entirely unlike

Jowa in 1979 where a school that had been 
in the Rose Bowl in the early 1960s had just 
completed its 17th consecutive non-winning 
season. 

Snyder, who helped and watched Fry re- 
build the Hawkeyes, brings much of Fry's 
style to Manhattan. K-State’s interview poli- 
cies, its practice routines, even its new 
Wildcat logo that bears a striking resem- 
blance - yup! - to lowa’s Hawkeye, all 


smack of lowa influence. 

What K-State doesn't have are enough 
of the kind of players that have gotten lowa 
invited to eight consecutive bow! games. 

“There are a FEW guys running around 
who could play at lowa or Nebraska," says 
Snyder, but he knows that number is way too 
small. 

“We can get 22 people on the field, but 
you know you're going to have a hard time 
getting them out there the entire season,” he 
said. “I'm more concerned about the quality 
of our depth than the quality of our front-line 
people.” 

The front-line quality he refers to in- 
cludes players such as record-setting wide 
receiver Greg Washington, center Paul 
Yniquez, defensive backs Marcus Miller and 
Erick Harper and defensive end Maurice 
Henry. 


The lack of depth - K-State will start 
fall practice with around 75 scholarship 
players - was heightened during the spring 
when 10 players recruited by the former staff 
quit for various reasons. 

Hardest hit was an already thin area, the 
defensive line. Midway through spring 
drills, the number one nose guard on the 
depth chart was redshirt freshman Ekwensi 
Griffith, a walk-on. Griffith, who probably 
won't be there this fall, was number one be- 
cause he was the only one on the team. 

But Snyder, well aware he hadn't been 
promised a purple rose garden, handled the 
adversity with the same optimistic outlook 
he has preached to his players since his ar- 
rival in Manhattan. 

“The kids want to be successful," 
Snyder said, "but when you go through the 
process of losing consistently - 27 games 
without a victory - that beats you down, If 
each of them makes a decision and says 
enough is enough - we HAVE to stop the 
losing - | think we've taken a step in the 
right direction." 

Apparently, his message is getting 
through some of those purple and gray hel- 
mets. 

"Sure we've heard that before," 
linebacker Jeff Lowe said, “but it's how you 
hear it. | really don’t know what it is about 
him, but he's really special.” 

To be really special outside of the locker 
toom, Snyder has to win some games, a feat 
that should be possible, considering a non- 
conference schedule that includes home 
games against Northern lowa, Northern 
Illinois and North Texas State. 

Snyder is counting on intangibles, as 
Much - or more - than sheer talent to pro- 
duce those victories. 

“Intangibles can improve an awful lot of 
things,” the Wildcat coach said. "When you 
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learn to play as hard as you can, the skill 
level rises. We're asking for their best ef- 
fort, and we will accept nothing less." 

The best effort during the spring was 
turned in by - no surprise here - the 
huge offensive line, which returns four 
starters headed by the 280-pound Yniquez, 
an honorable mention All-Big 8 selection. 

Two other senior starters, Chad 
Faulkner (6-2, 270) and Eric Zabelin (6-2, 
280), return at the guard spots, and yet an- 
other senior, 6-4, 275-pound Will McCain. 
returns at right tackle ... if he survives a 
challenge from soph Doug Warren. The big 
concern up front is at left tackle where red- 
shirt freshmen Toby Lawrence and Mike 
Orr (a converted tight end) enter fall drills 
listed 1-2 on the depth chart. 

If there's a spot with more depth than 
the offensive line it's quarterback, where 
three - count 'em - players with starting 
experience are fighting for the job of run- 
ning Snyder's multiple offense. 

Senior Gary Swim, the 1987 starter, 
and junior Carl Straw, whose 1,947 pass- 
ing yards last year represented the best 
season by a K-State quarterback NOT 
named Lynn Dickey, enter the fall listed as 
co-starters. 

But don't be surprised if both of them 
eventually take a back seat to sophomore 
Paul Watson, who has played a game and a 
half during his two years at K-State, but oh, 
what an impression he made in his first 
start last year. 

All he did against Louisiana Tech was 
throw for a school-record four touchdowns. 
In the first half! 

Watson, though, was injured in the 
next game and didn't play again, He even- 
tually had shoulder surgery, which limited 
active participation in spring practice. 

Snyder says Swim and Straw will be 
on top of the race entering the fall, but 
when asked whether it's possible Watson 
could end up the starter, Snyder smiled and 
said, "I've found that virtually anything is 
possible at Kansas State." 

Whomever the quarterback, it's a cinch 
he'll be looking for Washington, who in 
1988 produced the finest season any 
Wildcat receiver has ever had, setting 
school records for catches (69), yards 
(928) and touchdowns (9) 

Sophomore Frank Hernandez (20

catches for 260 yards) or Mike Smith (8 for 
77) is the person who'll have to come 
through on the other side to keep 
Washington from facing double coverage. 
And watch out for tight end Alan Friedrich, 
who caught 31 passes despite being best 
known for his blocking. 

While the passing game appears solid, 
there are questions galore about the running 
backs. The Wildcats averaged a Big 8-worst 
107 yards rushing per game, and most of 
that (73.6) belonged to departed fullback 
Lee Pickett. 

Pickett's replacement figures to be soph 
Curtis Madden, who gained exactly 28 yards 
last year, or redshirt junior Richard Boyd 

Sophomore tailback Sonny Ray Jones is 
the top returning rusher with 216 yards, but 
he will start the fall behind junior Antoine 
Dulan, whose 115 yards in 1988 fell way 
short of his lofty billing coming out of high 
school. Dulan, however, had a good enough 
spring to win back the starting role 

“He's making strides," Snyder said 
about Dulan, K-State's top breakaway threat 
in the backfield, "but he has to be more of 
an aggressive runner." 

Aggressiveness is what Snyder wants 
from his defense, which will use a 5-man 


front and, in the Wildcats’ case, feature a 
veteran secondary. 

“We will attempt to employ an aggres- 
sive, attacking, big-play style of defense," 
said Snyder, who ended spring ball happy 
with what that unit had achieved. 

He seemed happiest with a secondary 
that includes a trio of three-year starters - 
Miller, the free safety who led K-State in 
tackles last year with 102; Harper, the strong 
safety; and cornerback Tyreese Herds. 
Sophomore William Price is set at the other 
cornerback. Quality depth is provided by ju- 
nior free safety Danny Needham, a starter 
last year at defensive end, and cornerback 
Dimitrie Scott. 

Snyder also feels good about his defen- 
sive ends, Henry, who began his career as a 
running back, was second-team All-Big 8 as 
a linebacker in 1988 before being moved up 
front where Snyder says “he has indicated 
he can be a big-play guy." 

The other end is Elijah Alexander, a 
sophomore who showed good pass-rushing 
skills last season when he logged three sacks. 

K-State's most effective rusher a year 
ago was James Enin-Okut, who had four 
quarterback sacks from his outside 
linebacker spot. This year, he has moved in- 


side, where he teams with junior linebacker 
Lorne Whittle, whose 79 tackles last year 
ranked third on the team 

The mystery spots on defense are the 
three down linemen. K-State ended the 
spring with the walk-on Griffith at nose 
guard, redshirt freshman Jody Kilian at left 
tackle and converted tight end Russ 
Campbell at right tackle 

This figures to be an area where recruits 
will have to contribute. K-State signed seven 
defensive linemen, headed by junior college 
transfers Anthony Williams and Gilbert 
Moxley. 

Another transfer, punter Eric Wetherington 
from the University of North Carolina, may be 
the answer to a major concern. He was the Tar 
Heels’ starting punter two years ago and 
should shore up what was the Big 8's worst 
punting game a year ago. 

An answer for departed place-kicker 
Mark Porter, one of the best K-State ever 
had, will be tougher to find. Senior David 
Kruger, whose biggest claim to fame is that 
his brother is K-State's basketball coach, 
will get the first shot at replacing Porter. 

And come Sept. 9 at Arizona State, Bill 
Snyder will get his first shot at something he 
Teadily admits to doing - imitating lowa.Q

he Big 8 as a whole did not have a 

particularly good recruiting season. 

With Oklahoma and Oklahoma State 

going on probation and Missouri 

and Kansas State changing head 
coaches, half the conference schools were just 
trying to keep their heads above water and sal- 
vage what they could of the 1989 recruit sea 
son. 

Nebraska and Colorado were the two ex- 
ceptions, putting together a fine collection of 
in-state and out-of-state recruits. 

#1 NEBRASKA 

The Cornhuskers did a good job in Texas 
and were able to recruit effectively throughout 
the Midwest. Texas stars include defensive 
linemen Mike Jefferson from Garland and 
Jerry Irons of the Woodlands, tight end Billy 
Wade of Houston, and defensive backs Chad 
Hunter of Garland and John Reece of Houston. 
Wade has All-American potential at tight end. 

All-Midwest linebacker Trev Alberts of 
Cedar Falls, la, turned his back on the lowa 
Hawkeyes to become a Cornhusker. Linebacker 
Troy Branch of Camden, NJ, chose Nebraska 
over Penn State. Both are blue-chippers with 
quickness and aggressive attitudes. Outside 
Jinebacker Howard Carter of Dodge City, Ka, is 
considered the sleeper of the class. The 6-4, 
210-pounder can run and is expected to add 
30 pounds to his frame. The top player from 
Minnesota, 6-6, 230-pound offensive tackle 
Lance Larsen, cast his lot early with the 
Cornhuskers, who also raided Oklahoma for 6- 
2, 250-pound offensive lineman Will Shields 
of Lawton. 

Derek Brown of Anaheim, Ca, heads a trio 
of standout running backs. Brown rushed for 
2,300 yards and 31 TDs in 1988. Other run- 
ners signed were Lorenzo Brinkley of St. Louis 
and Vernon Powell of East St. Louis. 

Quarterback Marvin Callies of Boling, Tx, 
is a runner with good quickness and football 
sense. Darry! Green of La Puenta, Ca, is a 
speedster with a bright future at defensive 
back. All-American linebacker Mike Anderson 
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of Grand Island heads a trio of talented in-state 
players into the Nebraska camp. 

There is nothing new here. Nebraska does 
a great job of recruiting year in and year out. 

#2 COLORADO 

The Buffaloes have proven during the past 
two years that they can recruit against the big 
boys and come out on top. The country's top 
defensive line prospect, 6-4, 300-pound 
Tamasi Amituanai from Vista, Ca, is one of the 
biggest catches in years for the Buffs. He will 
be joined by All-American defensive tackle 
Marcellous Elder of Long Beach, Ca, and All- 
Midwest defensive tackle Leonard Renfro of 
Orchard Lake, Mi, to form a super trio of de- 
fensive front-liners. 

All-West Dennis Collier of San 
Bernardino, Ca, and Dwayne Davis of Gulfport, 
Ms, are two promising running backs with 
great quickness. Some scouts considered 
dames Hill of Colorado Springs to be the 
state's top running back. Hill is 5-11, 195 
pounds with 4.5 speed. 

All-Southwest LB Rich Fisher of 
Sugarland, Tx; offensive lineman Roger Ivey of 
Loveland, Oh; and two quarterbacks - Roman 
Foster of Los Angeles, and Ronnie Woolfork of 
Detroit - are a quartet of blue-chip out-of-state 
recruits. Woolfork is an All-American who can 
play just about any position. A sleeper could 
be John Katovsich, a quick and tough 
linebacker from Corona Del Mar, Ca. 

The Butts also like what they say in in- 
state prospects Scott Phillips, a linebacker 
from Monument; Ronnie Bradford, a defensive 
back from Commerce City; and Chuck 
Snowden, a running back from Boulder. 

#3 OKLAHOMA 

The Sooners dished out only 15 scholar- 
ships this year, but half of them went to blue- 
chippers with All-American potential. Big (6-7, 
240 pounds) Joey Mickey of Millwood, Ok, 
was rated one of the top three tight ends in the 
country and also can play defensive end. His 
teammate, 6-6, 250-pound defensive end 
Russell Allen, is another big kid with 
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speed and agility. 

Running back Dewell Brewer of Lawton re- 
minds OU fans of Greg Pruitt. Brewer rushed 
for 2,043 yards and 33 TDs last year and is 
considered one of the top three backs in the 
country. The Sooners felt that 6-7, 285-pound 
offensive tackle James Cargill of Plainview, Tx, 
was the best lineman in the state last year. 
Many scouts agree. 

Running back Aaron Goins of Owasso, Ok, 
is another blue-chip back headed to Norman. 
Goins is a tough, dependable running back 
with good speed. The staff also is high on de- 
fensive backs Tommy O'Hara of Katy-Taylor, 
Tx, Corey Johnson of St. Louis and William 
Shankle of Fort Bent, Tx. 

The Sooners recovered well from all the 
adversity and came away with a respectable 
class, a class sprinkled with a few supers. 

#4 KANSAS 

‘The Jayhawks put together one of their 
finest recruiting efforts in years. They signed 
{wo of the most heavily recruited players in the 
country in offensive tackle Gilbert Brown of 
Detroit and running back Dwayne Chandler of 
McPherson, Ka.The 6-3, 285-pound Brown, 
projected as a defensive lineman, signed with 
KU over the protests of Michigan and 
Michigan State. Chandler, who can play defen- 
sive back as well, rushed for 1,526 yards in 
‘8 and picked the Jayhawks over Oklahoma, 
Arizona State and Alabama. 

The Kansas staff did another good job in 
Ohio, signing QB Chip Hilleary of Westerville, 
TE Mark Smith of Lancaster, defensive lineman 
Danny Stubblefield of North Bend and LB 
Robert Mitchell of Canton. Another Midwest 
quarterback is Nate Florel! of Chicago. 

Running back Robert Vaughn of Yorkville, 
{l, was the state's rushing leader. The Jayhawks 
also are excited about wide receiver Terry Bell 
of Tampa, Fl; defensive lineman Dan Schmidt 
of Olathe, Ka, and hometown hero Charley 
Bowen, a defensive back from Lawrence.

Head Coach Jim Walden and recruiting 
coordinator Tim Bald put together one of the 
Cyclones’ best efforts, particularly in the 
Chicago area where they signed such prep 
stars as linebacker Dan Watkins of Chicago, 
linebacker Kelvin King of Romeoville, and de- 
fensive end George Conditt of Chicago. 

They also had good luck among junior 
colleges, landing linebackers Melvin Coleman 
from Ellsworth (la) and Scott Alford of 
Sacramento (Ca), linemen George Tsiotsias of 
Taft (Ca) and Dariuz Shahrzad of Pasadena 
(Ca), and highly regarded running back Balise 
Bryant of Golden West (Ca). 

Little speedster Sherman Williams of 
Omaha (Ne) Central, 5-9, 170-pound DB with

The in-state prizes are Tracy Price, a 6-0, 
220-pound linebacker from McAlester; 
Shannon Colbert, a 6-1, 195-pound back from 
Ardmore; and Charles Verner, a 6-2, 180- 
pound back from Stillwater. 

From out of state, the Cowboys signed 6- 
4, 240-pound lineman Jason Kirkland from 
Cincinnati, and linebacker Anthony Gardner of 
Grandview, Mo. Tx, as usual, was a fertile area 
for the Cowboys, who signed seven from the 
Lone Star state - DB Richie Ansley from 
Dallas, RB Charles Johnson from Galveston; 
RB Ronnie Fisher from Port Arthur; tackles 
Brandon Boyter of Gainesville and Scott Hall of 
Carrollton; linebacker Chris Redden of 
Houston; and linebacker Clarence Nobles of 
Dallas. 

The NCAA sanctions dampened what 
would have been a banner recruiting year for 
the Cowboys. 

#8 KANSAS STATE 

New Wildcat Coach Bill Snyder got a first- 
hand glimpse of just how hard it is to persuade 
blue-chip high school athletes to spend their 
next four years in Manhattan. But the Wildcat 
staff did do a respectable job considering it 
had only two months to evaluate and recruit. 

The big catch was offensive tackle 
Tony Williams of St. Louis. The 6-5, 285- 
Pounder has All-American ability. K-State did 
well in Ohio, signing All-Ohio performer Sean 
Dabney, a 6-3, 225-pound defensive end from 
Youngstown's Ursuline High, and his team- 
mate Eric Wolford, an offensive tackle. DB 
Jaime Mendez, also from Youngstown, has 
good speed and is a hitter. 

David Haresnape, a 6-3, 225-pound center 
from Smith Center, and Steve Moten, a 6-2, 
280-pound nose guard from Topeka Seaman, 
are the Wildcats’ top in-state signees. 

The Wildcats also are high on several ju- 
nior college transfers, most notably a trio of 
defensive linemen from California - Merced 
College teammates Anthony Williams and 
Ramon Davenport, and Gilbert Moxley from 
Long Beach City College.
